Letter No. 8. 

One of the greatest attractions of the 
Yellowstone National Park is the Great 
Falls of the Yellowstone river and the 
grand canyon below. It isa sight no tour- 
ist to the park should miss. The falls are 
some thirty odd miles from the Mammoth 
Hot Springs, through wood and dale. The 
conveyance is principally by four-horse 
wagons, which carry from nine to twelve 
persons. The roadsare most of the way 
good, but at places very bad, and the 
Powers at Washington should appropriate 
more money to put them in better condi- 
tion. Much of the way the drivers pick 
outthe best they can find. The reader 
must bear in mind that it is an open and 
uninhabited country; wild and attractive; 
just as nature formed it. If a tree falls 
across the road, the wagons and teams 
turn outand go around it. The Govern- 
ment has men employed during the sum- 
mer season in building roads and bridges 
over wet and miry places, but it will take 
many years to put things in good shape. 
The reader must bear in mind that the 
park embraces an area of over three thou- 
sand square miles, although the larger part 
is not visited by tourists. No portion of it 
is less than six thousand feet above the 
sea, and it is so cold that no work can be 
done in repairing during the winter 
months. 

But we have diverged from our subject— 
the Great Falls, and Grand Canyon 
through which the river flows. They are 
so immense and sublime that one can visit 
them day after day and still enjoy the en- 
chantment. It is hard to describe the 
scene, and do yourself justice, therefore we 
will not attempt it, but will give the fol- 
lowing interesting and graphic pen picture 
by the Rev. Dr. Wayland Hoyt: 

“They are not the grandest in the world, 
but there are none more beautiful. There 
is not the breadth and dash of Niagara, 
nor is there the enormous depth of leap of 
some of the waterfalls of the Yosemite. 
But here is majesty of its own kind, and 


On either side are vast pinna- 
cles of sculptured rock. There, where the 
rock opens for the river, its waters are 
compressed from a width of two hundred 
feet between the Upper and Lower Falls, 
to less than one hundred feet where it 
takes the plunge. The shelf of rock over 
which it leaps is absolutely level. The wa- 
ter seems to wait a moment on its verge, 
then it passes, witha single bound, three 
hundred and sixty feet into the gorge be- 
low. It is a sheer, unbroken, compact 
shining mass of silver foam, But your 
eyes are all the while distracted from the 
fall itself, great and beautiful as it is, to its 
marvelous setting; to the surprising, over- 
mastering canyon into which the river

is as though the vastness would soon force 


you from the rock to which you cling, 
The silence, the sheer depth, the gloom, 
burden you. It is a relief to feel the firm 
earth beneath your feet again, as you care- 
fully crawl back from your perching place. 

“But this is not all, nor is the half yet 
told, As soon as you can stand it, go out 
on that jutting rock again and mark the 
sculpturing of God upon those vast and 
solemn walls. By dash of wind and wave, 
by forces of the frost, by file of snow 
plunge and glacier and mountain torrent, 
by the hot breath of boiling springs, those 
walls have been cut into the most various 
and surprising shapes. I have seen the 
‘middle age’ castles along the Rhine; there 
those castles are reproduced exactly, I 
have seen the soaring summit of the great 
cathedral spires in the country beyond the 
sea; there they stand in prototype, only 
loftier and sublimer. 

“And then, of course, and almost be- 
youd all else, you are fascinated by the 
magnificence and utter opulence of color. 
Those are not simple gray and hoary 
depths, and reaches and domes and pinna- 
clee of sullen rock. The whole gorge 
flames. It is as though rainbows had fall- 
en out of the sky and hung themselves 
there like glorious banners, ‘The underly- 
ing color is the clearest yellow; this flushes 
onward into orange. Down at the base 
the deepest mosses unroll their draperies of 
the most vivid green; browns, sweet and 
soft, do their blending; white rocks stand 
spectral; turrets of rock shoot up as crim- 
son, as though they were drenched through 
with blood. It is a wilderness of color. It 
is impossible that even the pencil of an art- 
ist can tellit. What you would call, ac- 
customed to the softer tints of nature, a 
great exaggeration, would be the utmost 
tameness compared with the reality. It is 
as if the most glorious sunset you ever saw 
had been caught and held upon that re- 
splendent, awful gorge.” 

At Point Lookout, about a quarter of a 
mile below the falls, the grandeur of the 
view can best be enjoyed. There one can 
spend hours in viewing the shining mass of 
foam. But at Inspiration Point, three 
miles below, the visitor gets a vast stretch 
of the rugged canyon walls and the falls. 
At this point the river flows along, one 
thousand five hundred feet below, and 
looks like a small brook. In the canyon 
five hundred feet below, on rocky cliffs, 
shooting up like steeples on churches, we 
had the pleasure of looking into several 
eagles’ nests; and to see the young mon- 
archs of the air. The old eagle stood 
beside the young but did not appear in the 
least afraid, having built his nest where 
human hands could not molest it.

Ratification Meeting. 


The Republicans of this city held a well 
attended ratification meeting Saturday 
evening at Hancock Hall. John F. Merrill, 
chairman of the city committee, opened 
the meeting and introduced Hon. Henry O.

The Voting Lists. 


The preliminary lists of voters were 
issued this week. They were placed in the 
hands of the printers Monday. Regis- 
trations for the State election will close on 
Saturday, Oct. 24, and the Board of Regis- 
trars will hold several meetings between 
now and then to register new voters. 

Some statistics concerning the lists will 
be of interest to the politicians.

Rapid Transit Hearing. 


Woburn was represented before the 
Rapid Transit commissioners Monday by 
a committee of the Board of Trade, a 
hearing being given to the cities of Somer- 
| ville, Medford, Winchester and Woburn on 
the Boston and Maine. Wecite this fact 
to show that our twin city is alive to its 
j own interests. The city is ten miles from 
| Boston and on the Woburn branch, yet it 
has 66 trains to and from Boston against 
52 for Quincy. Its grievance was: The 
fares are too high, not sufficient car room 
and not enough cars; also high freight 
rates. 

The price for 100-ride tickets is $11.50, 
but for Winchester which is the same dis-

Patit into a pan of ice water 
and beat it quick until it begins to thicken; | 
then add a quart of cream beaten until it is 
quite stiff. Pour into moulds, Serve with 
custard or hot cream. 


APPLE PuppING, Beat two eggs well 
with two tablespoonfuls of sugar; add a 
piece of butter the size of a walnut and one 
pint of milk; add flour enough to make 
the batter a little thicker than for griddle 
cakes; add one teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der and four large apples sliced; stir all 
well together; turn into a pudding-pail or 
any pail with atight cover, and set in a 
kettle of boiling water; boil hard two 
hours; serve with sweetened cream or cold 
sauce, flavored.

Golden Rod and Influenza. 


A Maine man says the golden rod is re- 
sponsible for many cases of influenza. He 
speaks from experience. His little daugh- 
ter gathered a large bunch and put it in a 
vase in the parlor. Two sleeping apart- 
ments are on the same floor, and the doors 
are frequently left open at night. Two 
days after the flowers had been carried 
into the home several members of the 
family began to sneeze, complain of sore 
throat and feel greatly depressed, but not 
for several days did they find out the cause 
of their illness. It is said that the flowers 
give off an imperceptible powder like sub- 
stance, which is taken into the lungs by 
the sleeper, causing an irritation. It also 
irritates the throat, produces violent sneez- 
ing, makes the limbs feel as though bur- 
dened by some heavy weight, and depresses 
&@ person to such an extent that he is in- 
clined to suicide.—Lewiston Journal. 


Whooping Cough. 


Common thyme, which was recom- 
mended in whooping cough three or four 
years ago by Dr. S. B. Johnson, is regarded 
by Dr. Neovius, who writes a paper on the 
subject in a Finnish medical journal, as 
almost worthy the title of a specific. Dur- 
ing an epidemic of whooping cough he 
had ample opportunities of observing its 
effects, and he came to the conclusion that 
if it is given early and constantly it invari- 
ably cuts short the disease in a fortnight, 
the symptoms generally vanishing in two 
or three days. They are, he finds, liable to 
return if the thyme is not regularly taken 
for at least two weeks. Regarding the 


| dose, he advises that a larger quantity 
| than Dr. Johnson prescribed be taken. He 


gives from one ounce and a half to six 
ounce per diem combined with a little 
marshmallow syrup. He never saw an unde- 
sirable effect produced, except slight diar- 
rheea.

Pay of the Janitor. 


Father Roche's proposition to pay the 
janitor of the Willard schoolhouse $1000 a 
year has created a decided breeze of excite- 
ment in this city. The care of this build- 
ing calis for a man of no wonderful 
amount of skill, but the member of the 
School Committee from the Fourth ward 
is of the opinion that this janitor should 
receive the same salary as Mayor Fair- 
banks; nearly as much as the master of 
the school, who is paid $1200; and as much 
as the masters of the Wollaston and Adams 
schools, and $300 more than the principal 
of the Hancock. Why not carry this farce 
still farther, and make the janitor of the 
Willard school also the Commissioner of 
Public Works. There is but a slight differ- 
ence in the salary, and as for the qualifica- 
tion, Father Koche claims that it requires 
a man of remarkable ability to tend the 
furnaces and sweep the rooms in the Wil- 
lard building. Here is a chance for the 
city to save considerable money by simply 
consolidating the minor office of Commis- 
sioner of Public Works with the janitor- 
ship of the Willard school building. 

It is evident that the salary question in 
the school department in this city needs a 
thorough revision, if the janitors are to 
receive the same salary as the Mayor and 
the principals of the schools. 

This schocl building bas been a large 
enough bill of expense to the city without 
straddling on it a $1000 a year janitorship. 
Father Roche is too liberal. It is time 
that a stop was put to this kind of 
liberality.

Quincy’s Gain. 


Quincy has this year 7,470 taxpayers a 
gain of 2,506, or nearly fifty percent. in 
five years. The polls have increased 544 in 
a year, and 1,465 in five years, while those 
who pay a poll only have increased 518 in a 
year and 1,348 in five years. The property 
taxpayers who outnumbered the single 
polls in 1886, 1887, 1888 and 1889, dropped 
9 behind in 1890, and are now 232 behind. 
The number of property taxpayers is how- | 
ever 395 larger than a year ago, and 1048 
| larger than five years ago.

Rapid Transit Hearing. 


The greater part of the hearing given by 
the Rapid Transit Commission to residents 
on the Old Colony railroad Wednesday 
was occupied by Quincy people, several 
influential citizens being present. 

Ex-Mayor Porter presented the situation 
at some length. Quincy was not getting 
as many trains as a yearago. The sub- 
urban train service was revolutionized in 
the spring, when about one-third of the 
Quincy trains were dropped. Some had 
been regained through the joint efforts of 
the citizens, but the arrangement could be 
improved by more trains. There was need 
of a fifteen minute service inward between 
6.39 and 8.30 A. M., and outward between 
4.30 and 6.30. There should be an inward 
train between 10 and 11 A. M., and be- 
tween 6.13 and 7.13 Pp. mM. There was a 
necessity for an outward train between 6.30 
and 7.30 P. M. 

It was a hardship to compel all Quincy 
people to change cars at Atlantic to reach 
Neponset, Popes Hill, Harrison Square and 
South Boston. Aiso in going south to 
change at the Braintrees. Some trains to 
Boston should be accommodation. 

The fares between Quincy and Boston 
are now 9, 121-2and 15 cents. Thought 
the Old Colony could afford to sell the 100 
ride tickets at the rate of a cent a mile. 

Mayor Fairbanks thought the complaint 
was largely with the cars furnished. They 
were inferior to those run on through 
trains. Thought all the Quincy stations, 
except the centre, were satisfied with the 
schedule. 

Believed the Old Colony were about to 
improve that for Quincy. He could en- 
dorse all that ex-Mayor Porter had said. 
The connection of the West End and 
Quincy & Boston Street Railways would 
prove a great convenience. e 

A. Nickerson of Ashmont spoke of the 


| scarcity of cars, and the poor ones fur- 


nished. 

William U. Swan of Milton said the Mil- 
ton service was never so good; it was ex- 
cellent.

John R. Graham thought the real bitch 
in the refusal of the West End Railway to 
extend its tracks to the Neponset bridge, 
was because the Quincy & Boston Company 
had not promised not to run cars to Bostor, 
It would bea great convenience to have 
the roads connected, and there should be a 
double track from Quincy to Boston to 
give rapid service. 

The hearing closed at 11.45.

Drowned in the Neponset. 


Sunday afternoon Willie Sharp and Wal- 
ter Day, two boys from Atlantic, were out 
rowing near what is known as the Cedars 
when they discovered the body of a man 
lying face downward on the marsh. The 
boys immediately notified the officers 
at Station 11, who in turn notified Officer 
Holloran, who with Officer McGrath took 
a row boat and went to the scene. They 
passed a rope around the body, towed it 
ashore, and notified Undertaker Hall, who 
removed it to his warerooms. The body 
had begun to decompose and had evidently 
been dead some days. 

Papers on the body led the officers to be- 
lieve that the body was that of John Foley 
of Randolph. His friends were tele 
graphed to and at a late hour Sunday night 
they came to Quincy and positively identi- 
fied the remains as those of John Foley, 
aged 56 years. 

They said that Foley left home Sept. 
25, for Boston and bad not been seen or 
heard from since that time. As he was a 
drinking man itis supposed he got drunk 
and after spending all his money started 
for home and fell overboard. 


Serious if not Fatal. 


A frightful accident occurred shortly after 
ll o'clock Wednesday at Smith’s quarry 
off Willard street, West Quincy, which re- 
sulted in two men being blown up and 
seriously injured; perhaps fatally to one of 
the parties. 

The particulars of the accident are as 
follows: John Smith aged about 70 years 
and his son Jobn, aged about 45 years, 
were al workin their quarry drawing out 
an old hole with a steel drill when a spark 
from the drill exploded the charge in their 
faces throwing them over backwards. 

A team was despatched for a physician 
and the ambulance telephoned for and the 
two unfortunate men were removed to the 
City Hospital. 

Smith, Sr., wasthe most seriously in- 
jured of the two and his face was quite 
badly shattered about the forehead and 
eyes, and presented a horrible appearance. 
His band was also somewhat bruised, and 
it is feared that if he survives the shock 
that he will lose his eyesight. 

The young man’s injuries were also 
about the face and eyes, but not nearly as 
severely as his father. 

His injuries were dressed at the Hospi- 
tal, after which he was taken to his home 
on Copeland street, near Brewer's corner. 

Mr. Smith has a stone yard on Copeland 
street and also owns the quarry where the 
accident happened.

Let us have the 
methods of the Y. M. C. A., with the 
reading room, the gymnasium, the tele- 
scope. The older members of the church 
may protest, but the results of this as- 
sociation’s work are an evidence of the 
practicability of this doctrine of secular 
means. The indespensable necessity of 
personal influence was urged. See to it 
that the fruits of your own individual 
efforts are present in your own school,

It is suggested by a gentleman who is a 
frequent visitor at Blue hill that it is more 
than possible that Amidon came to his 
death from a stray bullet from the gun of 
one of the many gunners who are found on 
the hillevery day. 

The brothers of the deceased, who 
identified the remains, can give no cause 
for the deceased being at Milton.—Herald.

A New Prison Reform Needed. 

For fifty years philanthropists have been 
trying to change the old system of prison 
management by substituting a reformative 
for the purely primitive method. It is 
patural to suppose that the change has| 
been for the better. But the author of the | 
striking article on prison reform in the 
October Forum, Mr. William P. Andrews, 
who has been for mure than forty years 
clerk at the Criminal Court of Salem, 


been a step backwards. Mr, Andrews puts | 
in sharp contrast the Lwo systems. 

“From the report of the Atrorney- 
General for the year 1839,” he says, **it 
appears thatin the dark ages of 1836-38, 
when the primitive idea was still esteemed 
as valuable and in accordance with im- 
mutable law, England and Wales, with a 
population of 14,000,000 had but 14,771 
prisoners, or one to every 948 inhabitants; 
New York with a population of 2,200,000 
had 1,086 prisoners, or one to every 2,025 
(the reformer was not then active in New 
York); Massachusetts wiih « population 
of 700,000, had 852 prisoners, or one to 
every 822 inhabitants. The last report of 
the Commissioners of Prisons, which has | 
continued this portion of the reports of 
the earlier Attorney-General, shows that} 
this proportion of prisoners to population | 
has vastly changed. The population has | 
only trebled, but the number of prisoners 
has increased fifty-fold.”’ 

This is a serious showing, and one that 
must needs make the prison reformers stop | 
and think whether they are or are not | 
really working in the interests of society. 
Surely, there is a danger in making prisons | 
too attractive. | 

That Massachusetts has already experi- | 
enced this danger is proven by the cases | 
which Mr. Andrews of the old gardner, | 
who has had himself committed to the} 
House of Industry more than a hundred 
times,and of the Salem youths who wished 
to have their sentences increased from four 
to eight months, as well as by the physi- 
cian imprisoned for malpractice, who re-

Household ‘Beceipts. 


CRANBERRY DuMPLINGs. Sift togeth 
er one quart of flour and two and one-half 
teaspoons of baking powder; mix to a soft 
dough with sweet milk; roll out and spread 
with one quart of cranberry sauce, fold 
over, place in a pudding-bag and steam one 
hour. Serve with a sweet sauce. 


Tomato Satap. Take nearly ripe to- 
matoes, slice in a dish and set on ice to get 
hard and firm, then just before using chop 
a large onion fine, and sprinkle over them, 
and add’salt, vinegar and pepper to taste. 


BREAD For Soup. Cut slices of stale 
bread in small squares, throw them in boil- 
ing lard and fry till brown. Skim out, 
drain and put in a soup tureen before serv- 
ingthe soup. For oyster soup, crackers 
crisped in the oven are nice. 


Appr Tarts. Boil ten large tart ap- 
ples, beat smooth, and add the yolks of six 
eggs, and the juice and rind of two lemons, 
half a cup of butter, one and a half cups 
of sugar; beat all together and line small 
tins with puff paste, fill with the mixture 
and bake five minutes. Cover the top with 
meringue and bake. 


BREAKFAST CAKES. One and a half 
cups of Indian meal, one and a half cups 
of flour, half a cup of sugar, butter, tea- 
spoonful of soda, milk, one egg; stir cream 
of tartar in the flour and dissolve the soda 
ina little cold water; mix all this quite 
soit with milk; bake in shallow pans. To 
be eaten hot with butter; very nice. 


Corn Fritters. One coffee-cup of 
canned corn or grated corn, one of sweet 
milk, two eggs well beaten, salt, and flour 
to make quite a stiff batter. Drop with a 
spoon into boiling lard. These fritters 
taste like fried oysters. 


OysTER OMELET. Beat six eggs to a 
light froth. Add half a cup of cream, salt 
and pepper. Pour intoa frying pan with 
atablespoonful of butter, and drop in a 
dozen large oysters. Fry a light brown. 
Double over and send to the table imme- 
diately, 


Iron or steel immersed warm in a solution 
of carbonate of soda (washing soda) for a 
few minutes will not rust. 


To remove a rusty screw, apply a red 
bot iron to the head for a short time, the 
screw-driver being applied immediately 
while the screw is hot.

This offer has been taken advan- 
tage of in many places, but there are other 
places in New England where the flags 
canuot be displayed to great advantage and 
to properly cover these regions a system of 
whis'!le signals should be established. The 


forecasts and cold-wave warnings will be 


telegraphed to a limited number of mills, 


whose officers will arrange to give the 
warning signal at some stated hour in the 
day. Duenotification should be given to 
the surrounding community through the 
press aud otherwise that the steam whis- 
tle at a certain place will sound the signals 
to indicate the probable weather and tem- 
perature for the ensuing twenty-four hours. 
The explanation of the whistle signals is as 
follows: 

One long blast indicates fair weather. 

Two long blasts indicate rain or snow. 


Three long blasts indicate local rains.

Blue Hill Observatory, 


THE WEATHER AND WEATHER-MAKERS, 


The following sketch of the Blue Hill 
Observatory and the gentlemanly and 
genial observer, Mr. Clayton, who fur- 
| hishes the weather predictions for the 
Patriot each week will be found very in- 
teresting to our readers, It was written 
for the Norfolk County Gazette. 

Blue Hill, the highest point of land on 
| the Atlantic coast, is situated in the town 
of Milton, and on account of its height, 
some 625 feet, and favorable position, was 
chosen by Mr. Lawrence Rotch as the lo- 
cation for a private observatory, as he has 
always been interested in the study of 
meteorology. The hill is situated two and 
one-half miles from the Readville station 
on the Providence Division of the Old 
Colony road, and from its base to its sum- 
mit there is a good path,making the ascent 
| by foot or on horse-back an easy one. The 
climb was made in about half an hour, 
| with a breathing spell two-thirds the way 
up, of sufficient length to take in a most 
magnificent view of the towns, river and 


the valley lying beyond. As we were 
alone there was no one to tell us the 
familiar rattlesnake stories, which are 


| kept alive for tradition’s sake, and the ob- 
servatory very soon came in sight. On the 
top of the hill we met a member of the 
State Surveying Corps, hard at work set- 
ting flags and other landmarks by the aid 
of a glass. The observatory proper is 
picturesque in appearance, made of stone, 
and was originally circular in form. The 
addition of a library and other apartments 
has made it no less artistic in appearance, 
and much more useful to the observers 

An iron gate guards the outer entrance, 
and the use of the brass knocker brought 
to the door the genial observer himself, by 
whom we were cordially welcomed. Mr. 
Clayton is a Tennessean, and though still 
a young man, has attained sufficient emi- 
nence in his chosen profession to be con- 
sidered one of the best authorities on 
meteorological matters. He has been back 
but two weeks from a three months’ trip 
abroad, which included a visit to the heads 
of the various weather bureaus in England, 
France, Austria, Italy, Belgium and Den- 
mark, where their special work is to make 
the weather predictions. A 
observatories were also visited, including 
those in London, Paris, Brussells, Vienna 
and Upsala. The object of observatory

research, and they are

or a university, Speaking of observatories, 
Mr. Eiffel, of Eiffel Tower fame, sent an 
expedition consisting of an engineer and 
his assistants to the top of Mont Blanc to 
build an observatory.

The month of July 
was chosen as the most favorable, anda 
tunnel several hundred feet deep was made 
as well as a shafting sunk about one hun- 
dred feet, in a perpendicular direction, but 
nothing butsnow was reached, and being 
unable to find any foundation, the work 
had to be abandoned. During the time 
the party camped out in the snow on the 
top of the mountain, and the engineer in 
charge of the expedition nearly froze to 
death, while his ink was frozen so solidly 
that he was unable to make his reports. 
The mountain is 15,000 feet high, and it 
was thought that much valuable informa- 
tian could be obtained from observations 
at this point. The Eiffel tower has a 
meteorological observatory on its top, and 
many scientific experiments have been 
made. Mr. Clayton was invited to attend 
a meteorological congress held at Munich, 
from Aug. 27th to Sept. 2d. Delegates 
every country in the 
delegates from the United 
Prof. Harrington, head of our 
weather service, Prof. Abbe, Gen. 
and Mr. Lawrence Rotch. The object of 
the congress was to discuss methods of 
work, in predicting the weather, for the 
sake of obtaining uniformity. 

An anxious inquiry for our belated equi- 
noxial storm, elicited the information that 
the sun crossing the line had nothing to do 
with the weather, and as for storms, any 
other dates could have been chosen with 
equally good results, regarding their regu- 
larity of appearance. The average of 
rainy weather is about ten days per month 
the year round, some months aver: ing as 
high as thirteen, and by searching the 
weather records, it has been found that no 
more storms occur on the 22d of Septem- 
ber and March than on other days. It 
happens that the more rainy months are 
September to April, and as both equinoxes 
fall within this time, it is easy to account 
for the existence of this time-honored 
tradition. In answer to the question, 
Mr. Clayton said, 
that nothing was definitely known,although 
several theories were held, the most plaus- 
ible of which he thought was that they 
were caused by differences in temperature. 
To state it briefly, during the winter the 
sun moves south, and shining more 
directly on the equator, the pole, by radia- 
tions becomes cooler. This marked dif- 
ferences in temperature between the pole 
and the equator causes differences in 
density, which in turn causes air motion 
and this causes storms. By observation it 
has been proven that clouds and storms 
move about twice as fast in America 
as they do in Europe. Here the meteor- 
ologist tries to discover the direction in 


world. The

which a storm is moving out West, and 
bases his calculation accordingly. In 


Europe the storms move so slowly, they 
study changes in the shape of their move- 
ments, with many details which observers 
in this country do not pursue. 

The view from the top of the observatory 
is well worth the climb. Some objects in 
125 towns can be seen with the naked eye. 
| Five ponds are in sight, while the Nepon- 
set winds in and out among the meadows 
below. The railroad trains seem to 
scarcely move, and are easily traced by 
their trail of smoke. Mount Monadnock, 
in New Hampshire, is visible, though 
sixty-eight miles away. Fort Mountain, 
near the boundary of Maine, can be seen, 
which is sixty miles away. Hill and towns 
in Rhode Island can be distinctly located, 
as well as the houses and factories in Fall 
| River, Standish Mountain at Plymouth, 
| the Thatcher Island lights off Cape Ann, 
jand Minot’s light in our own harbor. Mr. 
| Furgusson, whose name has been associ- 
ated with the weatber predictions during 
Mr. Clayton’s absence, is also from Ten- 
nessee, and acts as assistant observer. A 
well furnished library gives entertainment 
during the long’ winter evenings, but so 
wrapped up in their studies do these young 
men become that little time is given to 
other things. During the later Spring, 
summer and early Fall there are many 
visitors to the Hill, but in mid-winter only 
the faithful steward wends his way up and 
down, and the magnificent winter scenery 
to be viewed from the hill-top is gained 
The climb 
is well worth taking at any season, and 
though visitors are not often admitted to 
the Observatory, the view gained from the 
Hill is one that is seldom equalled.

Absolute Power of the Mayor. 


As the charter of Quincy gives its Mayor 
full power, it might be well for our citi- 
zens to read what the Boston Journal has 
to say on this subject, in regard to Brooklyn, 
N. Y.: 

“People who believe that a panacea for 
municipal misrule is to be found in charters 
which give absolute and untrammeled re- 
sponsibility to the Mayor, must be some- 
what shaken in their conviction if they 
follow closely the history of the ten years’ 
experiment in Brooklyn. Under Seth Low 
the experiment worked well, and it would 
have continued to work well if men of his 
type had succeeded him, but the adminis- 
tration of Mayor Chapin, now drawing to 
a close, has been marked by scandals which 
recall the most characteristic performances 
of Tammany. Such a theory of munici- 
pal government presupposes the right type 
of man in the Mayorality, but when the 
politicians cease to recognize any necessity 
of “pandering to the better sentiment of 
the community,” and that sentiment is 
nerveless and unorganized and unable to 
help itself, the greater the responsibility 
and power of the Mayor under reformed 
charters, the greater his capacity for 
mischief.’’

The political debate, between J. E. Rus- 
sell and Hon. H. C. Lodge, will take place 
in Boston on Oct. 23; length of debate, 2 
hours and 30 minutes; John E. Russell 
opens with 45 minutes; H.C.Lodge follows 
with 45 minutes; John E. Russell, 30 
minutes; H. C. Lodge closes with 30 min- 
utes; no band; doors open at 7 o'clock. 

There will be 2,580 tickets issued which 
will be equally divided between the two 
parties, each to distribute their own. 

Each party will have an equal number of 
seats on the platform, floor and balconies. 

Tickets of the two parties will be of 
different color and will tell where bearer is 
expected to enter hall. Democratic tickets 
will be signed by secretary of the Demo- 
cratic State committee. Republican tickets 
will be signed by secretary of the Repub- 
lican State committee. Hon. John E, 
Sanford of Taunton will preside.

The Old Colony and the Fitchburg roads 
are competing sharply for patronage at 
Marlboro, Consequently the former road’s 


new timetable gives Marlboro three new} 


passenger trains. Brockton, without any 
competing road, loses one of the most im- 
portant trains of the day—the noon train 
to Boston.—Brockton Enterprise. 

It is a pity that Quincy and Brockton did 
not have competing railroads, then better 
attention would be given to their large 
travel. No station on the Old Colony has 
so many passengers as Quincy, yet citizens 
from other stations, with one-quarter the 
number of passengers, have much better 
accommodations.

The first if adopted will abolish the poll 
tax as a prerequisite for voting. The 
second would increase the number required 
to constitute a quorum in both branches of 
the Legislature. Now 16 of the 40 Senators 
make a quorum, and 100 of the 240 Repre- 
sentatives.

A Remonstrance. 
Councilman Pratt presented the petition 
of Henry McGrath and others objecting to 
the proposed location of the electric freight 
railway on Pleasant street. Referred to 
Committee on Streets. 
By Day Labor. 
John N. Kelly for the Central Labor 
Union presented a petition, as follows: 


The undersigned, having been appointed 
by the Central Labor Union of Quincy to 
petition your honorable body to rescind the 
order passed by the Council authorizing the 
Commissioner of Public Works to call for 
bids for the new schoolhouse to be erected 
in Ward Three of this city, and instead 
have the city through its proper officials 
take charge of the erection of said building 
by day labor. 

Your petitioners believe that the in- 
terests of the city will be better served in 
this manner than by contract. 

They further believe that the letting out 
of public works to contractors is not wise 
or economical, as has been plainly illus- 
trated in contracts which were recently 
made in this city. 

We believe the resident mechanics should 
have an opportunity to labor on the public 
works in this city in preference to those 
from outside, who will be brought here by 
contractors. 

Your petitioners also believe that this 
system can be adopted without any extra 
expense to the taxpayers of this city, and 
the work will be done in a more thorough 
manner. The material will be of better 
quality than if furnished by contractors. 

Therefore, we pray that your honorable 
body will favorably consider the petition 
presented by the Central Labor Union, an 
organization representing 2500 wage earn- 
ers in this city.

Old Colony Timetable. 


Patrons of the Quincy station probably 
do not know how near they came to losing 
their express trains. By the timetables 
sent to the Old Colony employes 
four of these expresses were discontinued, 
—the 9.31 a. m. and 3.31 Pp. Mm. inward, and 
the 9.15 a. mM. and 3.15 P. M. outward. 
These were desirable quite as much for 
their connections south as for Bo:ton 
traffic, and it was pleasing to note that 
these were restored by supplement sent out 
Saturday. : 

The system in vogue, compelling Quincy 
passengers for way stations to make 
changes at Atlantic and Braintree,still sticks 
in the crop of Quincy people. Otherwise 
the schedule is nearly satisfactory. 

The only train dropped against which 
any remonstrance has been heard is the 7.58 
A. M. inward. The clerks and business 
men think there should be fifteen minute 
service to Boston between 6.30 and 8.30, 
and that they are losing ground when the 
only fifteen minute train they have is taken 
off. Give them additional trains at 6.28, 
6.58, 7.28, 7.58 and 8.28 and they will be 
in clover. 

The outward trains are very satisfactory 
until toward night, when there is also a 
demand for fifteen-minute service. There 
is also a great need of a train at 7 P. M. 

There are employed in Quincy a great 
many who live in Weymouth. Shoemak- 
ers working at Whicher’s and Drake's ride 
in barges who would patronize the Old 
Colony were there convenient trains. The 
5.15 and 6.15 Pp. M. outward should stop. 

There is still a feeling that the Old 
Colony bas put Quincy on the side track 
in the development of its suburban traffic. 
It still has less trains than a year ago, 
while all the others have many more. West 
Quincy and East Milton have been in- 
creased very nearly 150 per cent. ; Atlan- 
tic, 100 per cent. and Quiney Adams, 50 
percent. The patrons of the Quincy sta- 
tion do not object to the good luck of the 
other parts of the city, but may reasonably 
remonstrate at the discrimination against 
that station. 

The 9.15 and 11.58 a.m. and 3.15 Pp. M. 
trains from Boston and the 9.31 A. M. 12.36 
and 3.31 Pp. M. to Boston are the only Quincy 
trains which make no stop. All the 
others make stops at Wollaston and Atlan- 
tic, and also at Quincy Adams. The 6,12 
inward and 6.30 outward stop at South 
Boston. The only accommodation trains 
are the 6.52 rp. M. inward, and the 5.45 a. 


That Sidewalk Order. 

The Committee on Streets reported that 
in its opinion the order was not prepared 
in a proper manner; that it is not explicit; 
does not explain what it wants. In our 
opinion it should state on what streets 
these sidewalks should be built, where they 
are to commence, and where they are to 
finish in each ward; also of what they are 
te be constructed. As the order reads the 
Commissioner of Public Works could build 
the sidewalks anywhere he saw fit. The 
committee has no power or authority to 
change or rectify the order. Furthermore 
the order does not state what betterment 
act, and there are different provisions of 
the betterment act on sidewalks.

Mrs. Livermore’s Lecture. 


There was a very large and attentive 
audience at the Unitarian church Sunday 
evening to listen to a very able and in- 
structive lecture by that attractive orator, 
Mrs. Mary A. Livermore. 

The exercises of the evening opened by 
singing by a double choir of the Unitarian 
and Congregational churches, which was 
followed by reading of the scripture by 
Rev. George Benedict, pastor of the Corner 
church, Quiney Point. Then there was 
singing by the choir, and a prayer by Rev. 
Edward Norton of the Congregational 
church, 

After the singing of a duet by Mrs. 
Edward Dewson and Mrs. Henry Tirrell, 
Rev. Mr. Wilson made a short opening 
address. He said it gave him pleasure to 
have this church opened to the able 
speaker who was to address them. There 
was a time, fifiy years ago when this 
society would not open its doors to 
temperance lecturers, and related the 
humiliating fact that when the Norfolk 
County Temperance Union wished to have 
this church for an address, the society 
decided not to open it, and the committee 
obtained the Universalist church; but 
when it was learned that President Adams 
was to be the speaker, the officers of the 
society was sorry that they had refused 
it, as Mr. Adams was one of their own 
members—an honored and distinguished 
citizen of Quincy. 

Mrs. Livermore spoke for nearly an hour, 
with such ease and grace, that the closest 
attention was given, by an audience of 
nearly 1000 persons. She first called the at- 
tention of the hearers to the great amount 
of money expended each year for drink— 
over $900,000,000; over four times the 
aggregate destroyed by the great Chicago 
fire, which was announced all over the 
world. The figures given were correct, as 
she had obtained them herself from the 
records kept at Washington. She then 
alluded to the great amount of sorrow, 
misery and crime occasioned by intoxica- 
ting liquors. A large part of all those in 
prisons, asylums, etc., were there, either 
directly or indirectly from the use of liquors.

Rum in Court. 


The Franklin Sentinel says :—** We have 
seen a record of the business of the Su- 
perior Court, at the last term in Dedbam, 
and it shows clearly the curse of rum in 
the towns where the saloon is licensed or 
allowed. About fifty cases of crime were 
tried that never would have had an exist- 
ence but for ram—cases of assault, stealing, 
cruelty, liquor selling, disturbance of peace, 
drunkenness, ete. It seems that rum in- 
stigates almost every vice and crime known 
in courts. Some of the cases were har- 
rowing, such as assault upon a girl of seven 
years, the attempt of a husband to kill his 
wife and himself too ; a woman sentenced 
to prison, separated from her three children 
at the door of the jail, one of them a babe 
in her arms; these, and many kindred 
cases, showed the horrible results of the 
liquor traffic. And it is the same every 
where it is tolerated in this country or 
any other. If a meat-market sent out 
tainted meat that should cause a fractional 
part of this mischief it would be closed by 
law in twenty-four hours. It is rum alone, 
that great mischief-maker of the world, 
that men tolerate, strange as it may seem. 
The people of Franklin may congratulate 
themselves that they have not contributed 
to this mass of evilin the country. Their 
no-license vote with an officer to enforce 
it, is the wisest, cleanest and most credit- 
able policy that any town can adopt.” 


Tur WATER QUESTION is again before 
the city. Although the order introduced 
at the City Council meeting was summarily 
disposed of by adjournment, yet it will 
come up under “unfinished business’’ at 
the next meeting of the Council which will 
be on Monday. The order desires that a 
vote be taken under the act of the last 
Legislature. There is a strong feeling that 
the vote should be taken under the charter 
of the Water Company and the City 
charter, rather than under the new act. It 
would then be a more direct issue; whether 
the city really wishes to own the present 
works, Under the Act of 1891 the city 
must first purchase the present works. 
Therefore, why not simplify matters 
by voting directly. 


Ir 1s evident from the hearing on 
Water street, by the Council that all of 
the abuttors on Water street are not 
unanimously in favor of the widening of 
that street to forty-five feet. Councilman 
Jones stated at the Council meeting of 
Sept. 21, that he thought the extra cost of 
widening that street to forty-five feet in- 
stead of forty, as at first proposed, would 
be about $3000. Two of the abuttors at 
Monday night’s hearing claimed damages 
amounting to $4000. If the other abuttors 
file claims of like proportion it will make 
the additional land damages some $10,000 
or $15,000. The abuttors are in favor of 
widening the street to forty feet, but 
strenously object to the additional five 
feet.

ABANDONED Farms. It appears, that 
so far as is known up to date, out of about 
50,000 farms, in round numbers, in the 
State of Massachusetts, there are 143 
abandoned or partially abandoned, the 
owners of which are willing to sell at a low 
price. And this is the state of things 
which Governor Russell, in his New York 
speech, distorted into evidence that the 
agriculture of the State was ‘‘ declining.”

The Senate of 1891 was 
evenly divided politically ; the fall conven- 
tion have renominated twelve Republicans 
and fourteen Democrats, and one Demo- 
crat is seeking a re-election on nomination 
papers, so that twenty-seven of the present 
members are aspirants for further honors 
in the upper branch. Lo the House, which 
stood practically 140 Republicans and 100 
Democrats, there are 107 members renomi- 
nated, of whom 56 are Republicans and 51 
Democrats, and two Republicans and two 
Democrats are running independent. * * * 

In the House the retirement of promi- 
nent members is far more noticeable than 
in the Senate. Easily distinguisbable are 
Messrs. Wardwell of Haverhill and Sohier 
of Beverly on the Republican side and 
Quincy of Quincy and McEttrick of Boston 
among the Democrats. ‘This was a con- 
spicuous quartette on the floor in the 
session of 1891, and the absence of its 
members will be severely felt next year. 
Mr. Wardwell was a most determined 
cbampion of all measures favorable to the 
Republican party, and Mr. Sohier was an 
expert in parliamentary methods, and ren- 
dered much service, not only to individual 
members, but to the House at large, while | 
the Democratic forces were never more ably 
handled and better mustered than this 
year under the lead of Messrs, Quincy and | 
McEttrick. And these four, although in 
pairs, bitterly opposed on political matters, | 
never failed to unite and bring to bear the 
benefit of their long experience on matters 
connected with the proper and speedy dis-

AppLe-TAPIocA PuppinG. For apple 
tapioca pudding, add one-half tea-cup of 
| tapioca to 1} pints of cold water; put on 
the fire and cook till clear, stirring to pre- 
vent burning; remove from the fire, sweeten | 
and flavor with nutmeg; place six or eight 
pared and cored apples in a pudding-dish, 
pour the tapioca over them and bake un- 
tilthe apples are done. Serve cold with 
cream, 


CRANBERRY Sauce. Pick over and 
wash the cranberries and put in the pre- 
serving kettle, with half a pint of water to 
one quart of berries; now put the sugar— 
granulated sugar is the best, on top of the 
berries; set on the fire and stir about half 
an hour; stir often to prevent burning; 
they will not need straining, and will pre- 
serve their rich color cooked in this way. 
Never cook cranberries before putting in 
the sugar. 


Less sugar may be used if you 
do not wish them very rich. 


Onton PicKLEs. Take large, white 
onions, remove the skin and pour over 
boiling salt water; let them stand three 
days, pour off and add fresh brine; let 
them stand over night. Then take one 
gallon of vinegar, adding two ounces of} 
tumeric, scald and pour over the onions, 
cover the jar and let them stand ten days, 
then pour off and put on them strong vine- 
gar seasoned with red pepper, horseradish, 
celery seed, mustard and small spices. 


Peprer Pickies. Cut off the stem of 
fifty large Mango peppers, with a sharp 
knife; fillthe peppers with chopped cab- 
bage, horseradish, mustard seed and salt; 
replace the stems, tie with strong thread, 
and pack in a stone jar and cover with vine- 
gar. 


BANANA Foam. This isa nice filling 
and frosting for cake.

There is no industry that is big enough 
to pay for the horrors of a disordered cur- 
rency. But within that limit wherein the 
‘coined silver dollar was sure to be of equal 
Value with the dollar of the world, with 
our own dollar as it now is, the Republi- 
can party has always been willing to coin 
all the silver dollars it can.

Whether this country has been prosper- 
ous under protection for the last thirty 
years I do not purpose much to discuss. 
If continuous and unabated increase of 
population, if the large growth of cities 
already existing and the building of new 
ones to rival the old, if rapidly increasing 
wealth and the more even distribution of 
jit among our people, if higher wages and 
lower prices for necessaries, if the addi- 
tions of comforts to every household do 
notconstitute prosperity, then words have 
changed their meaning and discussion is 


futile.

But only the other day the New York 

Post, which can never be accused of faith 


in protection, made full examination of 
this question ina New England farming 
town, and its tables show that on an aver- 
age the farmer got 29 per cent. more for 
his product and paid 22 per cent. less for 
all he bought, except the time of his farm 
laborers. When you turn to the farm la- 
borer the same tables showed that he got 
83 per cent. more for his labor than in 1858, 
This increase of the pay of farm laborers 
shows the value of diversified industry. 
While there have not been the same in- 
crease in all trade, yet that increase con- 


clusively shows a general increase all 
along the line.

Now, on that deserted farm question do 
give me your attention. I want your at- 
tention because the truth is not always 
easy to see while foolishness cries alond 
onthe housetops. Why does a man de 
sert one.of these farms? Is it to go toa 
worse place? It must be to goto a better 
one, Why isit that nobody goes to take 
the deserted farm? Musn’tit be because 
nobody thinks he can better himself by so 
doing? This farm, then, is deserted and 
temains deserted because men can do bet- 
ter elsewhere. Now, either that farm has 
deteriorated from the old days or it has 
not. If it has deteriorated, then that may 
account for its desertion without regard 
tothe prosperity of the country. If the 
farm has not deteriorated, then this coun- 
try has become so prosperous that men 
can do better everywhere than when the 
Yarm used to be occupied. It is only the 
old familiar case of a man leaving what 
used to be a good business for a better, 
and if nobody takes up the old business it 


shows that all business is better. 
* * + * * . . 


To begin with, I suppose our ships must 
make as much money as the ships of for- 
eign nations, for our captains must be as 
bright as any. They can certainly make 
nomore. Why is it, then, that our ships 
diminish and theirs increase? It must be 
that foreign nations are contented with 
the profits they get and our people are not. 
But the foreigner would not be contented 
with the profits of the sea if he could do 
better ashore. On the other hand, our 
people would be contented with the sea 
profit if the shore profits were not better. 
Jn other words, the foreigner stays in the 
business because he cannot do better 
nshore, and our people go out of it because 
they can do better ashore. 

If the free traders are right when they 
say that free trade will make us even more 
prosperous than we are now, then, obvi- 
ously, free trade will not help our ship 
ping. If, on the other hand, free trade 
will reduce our prosperity on shore to the 
level of our prosperity at sea, it would 
seem to be paying too big a price for for- 
eign commerce. The favorite idea that 
our foreign commerce has diminished be- 
cause, under protection, our exports and 
imports have diminished, cannot be true, 
because neither the exports nor imports 
have diminished. In 1855, when our for- 
eign tonnage was two and one-third mil- 
lions—almost at its highest point—our ex- 
ports and imports were only 536,000,000, 
and now the same exports and imports are 
1,785,000,000, 

Clearly it is not thé amount of our, ex- 


economy as taught in the colleges I sup 
pose we ought. Why should we care what 
flag floats over the transportation of 
things when we care nothing about the 
flag which floats over the place where the 
things are made. Is transportation of a 
shoe more sacred than the making of it? 
But by the political economy which is 
taught in the affairs of life we ought not 
to abandon our foreign shipping. Con- 
sidered as a business by itself it may not 
pay, but as an auxiliary to our other busi- 
hess it may pay. Selling goods is not 
merely a question of cheapness. It is also 
B question of facilities, of easy communi- 
tation, of use and want, and of a hundred 
other things : 

When I see great corporations in this 
country maintaining, directly or indi- 
rectly, steamship lines which pay no divi- 
dend, simply because their general busi- 
hess requires it, I have always felt that 
this nation might take a lesson and help 
our shoving in furtherance of our general 
business, e Republicans have always 
been ready be oo our shipping. The only 
remedy Democracy ever offered is to dis- 
mantle our shipyards and buy our ships 
abroad. Buy ships abroad? If we cannot 
run the ships to a profit which we already 


have, how shall we run these we buy?

CITY COUNCIL. 


The Ward Three schoolhouse came up 
in a new form at the Council meeting 
Monday evening, and there was an inter- 
esting debate, which is reported below. 
Councilman Duffield was the only absen- 
tee. 

The Schoolhouse Appropriation. 

At the last meeting of the Council the 
order appropriating $31,550 for a new brick 
schoolhouse was ordered to a second read- 
ing. President Thompson declared the 
action illegal and referred it to the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings. 

Held for Taxes. 

A communication of Auditor Hall called 
the attention of the Council to the fact that 
many pieces of property were held by the 
city for unpaid taxes, and suggested that 
reference of this matter be made to the 
Committee on Finance, that the Collector 
may be empowered by the Council to make 
a final settlement of these matter and the 
proceeds of the sales turned into the city 


treasury. 
Minor Petitions. 


Applications were received as follows 
and referred to the Committee on Licenses: 
Of Emeline Hewins, for intelligence office; 
of Michael Ventre, to keep pool room; of 
Michael Ventre, as an innholder; of F. G. 
Wilkins, to sell gunpowder. 

An application of the St. Mary's C, T. 
A. & M. R, Society for a license for St. 
Mary's ball was received, and upon motion 
of Councilman Powers, was granted. 

Councilman Little presented the petition 
of several taxpayers of West Quincy for 
three hydrants on Hall place and Rogers 


street. Referred to Committe on Fire De- 
partment. 
State Aid. 
The Committee on State Aid recom- 


mended $10 per month State Aid to Albert 
A. Hayden. Adopted. 
City Hall Sidewalk. 

The Committee on Finance reported in 
favor of the Mayor's recommendation, to 
transfer the unexpended balance for re- 
building drain on Common street to ap- 
propriation for the care of City Hall and 
repair of public buildings, and that the ex- 
pense of rebuilding with brick the side- 
walk in front of City Hall and extending 
the same around the north side thereof be 
charged to this appropriation. 
to this affect was offered. 

Councilman Powers thought the money 
should be expended on another part of 
Common street. He moved that the 
presence of the Mayor be asked. 

Councilman Bryant opposed calling the 
Mayor in for trifles. The appropriation 
was for a specific repair on a certain part 
of Common street and could not be used 
elsewhere even on that street without an 
order of the Council. 

Councilman Fallon recognized that the 
appropriation was for a specific repair and 
could not be spent on another part of the 
street. Thought some of the gutters on 
Common street were in a wretched condi- 
tion, but would give way in favor of the 
City Hall sidewalk. 

Councilman Pratt thought the question 
DOW Ws Uf @ tiwnefer wat what should he 
done on other parts of Common street. 

It was voted 13 to 3 not to request the 
attendance of the Mayor, and the order 
making the transfer was ordered to a 
second reading. 

Refunding of Taxes. 

The Committee on Claims reported 
leave to withdraw on the petitions of L, 
B. Titus and W. B. Rice for the refunding 
of taxes. Accepted. 

Howard Street. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order instructing the Commissioner of 
Public Works to define the lines of Howard 
street. Adopted. 

Lighting of the Willard. 

The Committee on Pablic Buildings re- 
ported an order appropriating $300 for 72 
incandescent lights to be placed in the new 
Willard school, the same to be borrowed 
ona one-year loan. Ordered to second 
reading. 


An order 


Park Appropriation. 

The Committee on Public Grounds re- 
ported an order appropriating $100 for a 
driveway in Faxon Park, the amount to be 
taken from some unexpended balance. 

Election Returns. 


A motion of Councilman Bryant that 
the Committee on Elections meet next 
Tuesday evening to examine the election 
returns, was adopted. 

New Schoolhouse Plans. 

Councilman Pratt offered the following 
motion: 

That the Committee on Public Buildings 
are requested to examine the plans and 
specifications of a square eight-room brick 
school building which are in possession of 
His Honor the Mayor, and report to the 
Council the estimated expense of said 
building, heating apparatus, supervision, 
grading, etc., and also, if the building is 
adapted to school purposes, with a view to 
the contemplated erection of an eight-room 
brick schoolhouse in Ward Three. 


Councilman Fallon thought such action 
out of the routine. He feared something 
of the kind would be sprung when the 
$31,500 order was disposed of as it was. 

Councilman Pratt believed a square 
schoolhouse could be erected for a less sum 
than according to the first plans. 

Councilman Fallon moved to lay on the 
table. 

Councilman Jones opposed. It would 
be impossible to get a two-thirds vote for 
the old plans and for this reason he favored 
the new ones. Understood the School Com- 
mittee were satisfied with the new plans. 
He would like to have an estimate on both 
and then the Council could take its pick. 
Believed the building could not be built 
within the appropriation by the first plans, 
but understood the Mayor had estimates 
under the new plans which were within the 
appropriation. 

Councilman Bryant didn’t see the object 
of baving two plans. A square building 
was old style. It was acknowledged that 
it was better that school children should 
receive light over the left shoulder, and 
this could only be done in an oblong build- 
ing. Because Ward Three and the School 
Committee were willing to accept anything, 


| it was no reason why the Council should 


grant it. 

Councilman Jones considered a square 
building just as good. Malden had just 
erected one. The Committee on Public 
Buildings were delaying matters in not 
considering the new plans. 

Councilman Gray said that the plans for 
the oblong building had been so cut up 
that the building would not be desirable. 
He favored the new order, and took oc- 
casion to review the movement for in- 
creased school accommodations in Ward 
Three. It was first proposed to enlarge 
the John Hancock at a cost of $10,000 or 
The people favored a wooden 
building to cost $15,000 to $18,000 instead, 


| and the appropriation had grown to over 


| $50,000. 


Councilman Fallon said the Mayor had 
not been to Malden to see the building 
under consideration. 

Councilman Pratt interrupted him to

say that the Mayor had, and that he ac- 
companied him. 

Councilman Fallon continuing, said 
there had been a snap on the Council by 
this order. The Superintendent favored 
the John Hancock plan. He objected to 
being led as was now proposed. 

Councilman Roberts favored the motion 
to examine the new plans. He had visited 
Malden last week and inspected the school- 
house. It was a fine building, which he 
believed could be built for less than the 
oblong plans. Malden was a wide-awake 
city of 30,000 population, and had recently 
erected the building. The plan was far 
superior to the oblong ones. 

Councilman Moxon was not opposed to 
the Council taking any action it saw fit. 
The Committee on Public Buildings had 
had no discretion from the first but had 
simply followed instructions. The School 
Committee very much preferred the John 
Hancock plans, and he believed the build- 
ing could be erected for $31,500. 

It was voted not to lay the motion on 
the table. 


Councilman Warner favored the new 
order for estimates onthe new plan. He 
supposed it was a fact that Ward Three 
would now accept almost anything. Hoped 
when the report was made there would be 
no more ‘dilly dallying.”’ 

The motion of Councilman Pratt was 


adopted. 
School Matters. 


The order appropriating $800 additional 
for school teachers’ salaries, and $1,500 for 
incidental school expenses, came up for 
engrossment. 

Councilman Bryant called for an explan- 
ation as to the needs. 

Chairman Wilde of the Committee on 
Finance said $800 was necessary for ad- 
ditional teachers and increases in salaries. 
The $1500 additional for incidentals was 
needed largely to meet the expense of 
moving into the new Willard and new 
furnishings. 

Councilman Bryant said it was repre- 
sented by the School Committee in the 
spring that no new furniture would be re- 
quired, but he understood some was bought. 
It was to this he objected:—the School 
Committee spending money which had not 
been appropriated. It was in opposition to 
the charter. 

Councilman Wilde said the School Com- 
mittee had asked for $5000 on the annual 
budget which had been cut down to 
$3500. 

Councilman Fallon said the School Com- 
mittee had paid for all it had bought but 
now asked for more to carry it through the 
year. 

Councilman Pratt said the Councilman 
was mistaken. There was a balance of 
$400 to the appropriation but there 
was about $700 in unpaid bills. It was es- 
timated that $900 would be required for 
the remainder of the year. Thought the 
chairman of the School Committee should 
appear before the Council and be interro- 
gated. It was about time the School Com- 
mittee understood that it could not spend 
money before it was appropriated. 


Councilman Fallon objected to setting 
up the chairman OF tue ocnuur Gumus 


as a target. 

Councilman Powers opposed laying on 
the table. Believed the money had been 
honestly and judiciously spent. 

Councilman Sherman moved the pre- 


vious question. 
Councilman Bryant objected to the 
method. If other departments went ahead 


as did the School Committee the city would 
have very large deficiency bills each year. 

Councilman Jones would vote for order, 
but at the same time he thought it was 
high time that the School Committee 
under stood that it could not spend money 
before it was appropriated. 

Councilman Sherman was glad that the 
School Committee had done as it had, and 
hoped it would again. It had asked for 
$5000 and been cut down to $3500. 

Councilman Moxon hoped no such policy 
would be pursued. [ft was wrong. 

Councilman Powers opposed laying on 
the table. 

It was voted not to lay on the table 
This was verified by a standing vote 9 to 
10, and by a yea and nay vote 9 to 12 as 
follows :

Costly Building. 


In New York city, on the west side of 
lower Broadway, opposite Bowling Green, 
extending from Broadway to Greenwich 
street, and between the Washington build- 
ing and the Stevens house, there will soon 
be begun the erection of a building. It 
will cost $4,000,000 and will be the largest 
business structure in the world, and rank 
in height between the Eiffel tower and the 
Washington monument, reaching when 
finished 550 feet into the air. It is to be 
constructed of steel, with twenty-six sto- 
ries, more than 1,000 offices and a summer- 
roof cafe garden, 300 feet up. The build- 
ing proper will be joined at the 20th story 
by a tower, in which is to be placed an 
enormous clock. The plot of ground upon 
which it is proposed to put this building is 
slightly irregular in shape. It has a 
Broadway frontage of one hundred and 
sixty-two feet, and about the same on 
Greenwich street. Its depth from street to 
street, is about 200 feet. The building 
will consist virtually of two structures, 
fronting respectively on each street, and 
connected in the middle by a central struc- 
ture, which will become the tower. The 
floor plan of the building therefore will be 
shaped like the letter H. It will cover 
about 32,000 feet of surface area. Stone 
walls there will be, part of the way up, but 
they will be required to bear no weight. 
The building will derive all its strength 
from within. It will be, in effect, 
as solid as if originally a block of steel in 
which halls and corridors and offices were 
tunneled. It may be toppled over like a 
block of wood, but never broken down. 
The danger from fire would be reduced to 
almost none.

OUT DOOR GARMENTS. 


Street jackets are made very long ; often | 
reaching to the knees and the same is true | 
regarding the single capes which having 
been so successful last summer, are now 
repeated in heavier goods such as thick 
cloth, plush or brocade.

World’s Fair Notes. 


Between 340 and 350 men are employed 
in perfecting the landscape features of the 
Exposition site. It is the intention to 
make the grounds exceedingly beautiful by 
walks, drives, lawns, terraces, fountains, 
shrubbery, and flowers. Several hundred 


thousand dollars are to be expended for | 


this purpose, 

The Palace of Music at the Exposition, 
it is now expected, will stand on the great 
island formed by the lagoons, and will be 
surrounded by a magnificent garden of 
flowers, ten acres or more in extent. This 
location is desired by Theodore Thomas, 
Musical Director of the Exposition, but 
not yet been finally passed upon by the 
Board of Directors. The structure will 
measure 150 by 250 feet, and cost approxi- 
mately $100,000. 

The magnitude of the building operations 
now going on at Jackson Park can be sur- 
mised from the fact that an average of 
from thirty-five to forty car loads of con- 
struction material arrives daily. The 
Exposition buildings are rising 
wonderful rapidity. 

A New York company that manufactures 
self-winding clocks has offered to furnish 
free of cost all the time pieces that will be 
needed in the buildings during the Fair. 

Ivan Malakoff, a St. Petersburg capi- 
talist, wants to reproduce at the Exposi- 
tion a street scene from Nijni Novgorod, 
the celebrated place where expositions 
have been held for 800 years. He agrees 
to spend $250,000 upon the reproduction. 

A company bas applied for space to erect 
a building in the form of an iceberg in 
which to make a polar exhibit. A group 
of Esquimaux, with reindeer, furs and all 
the paraphernalia of inhabitants of the 
polar regions, will be installed in the build- 
ing if the concession is granted. 

Transportation rates on articles intended 
for exhibits at the World's Fair will be the 
regular tariff rates of the railroads, plus 
eight cents per 100 pounds for switching 
charges at Jackson Park.

Bank Directors not Responsible. 


By a recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court the Directors of the 
National Banks are merely nominal func- | 
tionaries, with no duties which they are 
bound to perform, and no liabilities which 
they can be made to meet. This decision 
was rendered by the Court on the last day 
of its last session in the case of the First 
National Bank, of Buffalo. That institu-| 
tion had been wrecked by its President. 
He was the bank and the Directors were 
dummies. It was a matter of record be-| 
fore the court that they had left everything 
tohim. They paid no attention to the af- 
fairs of the bank, failed to hold or call 
meetings or to appoint any committee of 
examination, or to require bonds, or to) 
make personal examination into the con- | 
duct and management of its affairs, or into 
the condition of its accounts, but allowed 
the executive officers to manage it without 
supervision. They even signed without 
inquiry reports misrepresenting the affairs 
of the bank to be in good condition. 

Nevertheless, in a suit brought by the 
Receiver for losses which could not have 
occurred had the Directors exercised ordi-| 
nary diligence, the Supreme Court held 
that they were not liable. The Court de- 
cides that, under the banking act it 
stands, the Director is a mere observer, 
with many privileges, but with no obliga- 
tions for the non-performance of weSh

| Double Deck Cars. 


The West End Street Railway company 
have the Pullman centre-vestibuled street 
car, with top seats running on its roads 
| This car is of a double deck pattern and is 
equipped with two Westinghouse single- 
re‘uction motors of twenty-five 
power each. The motors are mounted on 
| teucks of special design and are so arranged 
that they can easily be reached through 
| trap doors in the floor of the car. It has a 
double brake attachment, which clamps all 
of the eight wheels and the brake will stop 
a loaded car within its own length, while 
going at a speed of twelve miles an hour. 
lhe car is much handsomer in design and 
finish than any in service either in this 
country or in Europe. It is thirty-two feet 
| long, seven feet four inches wide and four- 
teen feet nine and one half inches high. 
It will seat forty passengers on each deck, 
and it is estimated that at'least eighty 
more can find standing room, making the 
carrying capacity of the car one hundred 
aud sixty, 


The car body is so arranged 
that passengers may enter at the centre 
from either side, stairs leading to the upper 
deck, 
at the bottom separate toward the top, 
leading to either end of the car. The en- 
| trances at the centre occupy no more space 
jthan the end platform on the ordinary 
j Street car, The lower body consists of two 
compartments, each twelve feet long, with 
circular ends, seats being carried around 
the ends as well asthe sides. The upper 
deck is entirely covered with a wooden 
canopy attached to the pilot house, Two 
Burton electric heaters will be used in 
each compartment, In place of the old 
style bell-cord common to street cars, this 
one is supplied with electric bells, and push 
buttons are placed so as to be within easy 
reach of the passengers, Another novel 
feature is an electric indicator placed in the 
gangway to show where vacant seats may 
be found on the upper deck. The upper 
deck is so arranged that curtains may be 
drawn 


Four stairways combined with two 


to shield the passengers during 
stormy or cold weather. The “*motorneer”’ 
is placed in a small compartment built 
from the end of the upper deck, which 
places him where he can see clearly the 
track ahead of him. The combined weight 
of the car, together with trucks and motors 
is 28,000 pounds,

The Art Palace on the Lake Front park, 
which will be built by the Art Institute 
assisted to the extent of $200,000 by the 
Exposition company, will cost about $700,- 
000. The designs and plans of Shepley, 
Rutan & Coolidge, of Boston, have been 
adopted. During the Exposition the build- 
| ing will be used by the World's Congress 
| Auxiliary for some of its numerous meet- 
ings, 

A World's Fair transportation company 
has been organized by a number of moneyed 
men in Maine for the purpose of trans- 
porting New Englanders to and from the 
Exposition and paying their expenses while 
in Chicago, It issues certificates payable 
in installments and these, when paid up, 
are transferable for round trip tickets to 
the Exposition, including all necessary ex- 
penses,

The Horse That Paid His Tolt. 


Many of the older residents of this sec- 
tion remember the late Dr. John Warner, 
of New Milford, and will appreciate this 
little story. When Dr. Warner was a 
student at Yale he used to come home 
Saturday nights and return to New Haven 
Mo: days. That was before the days of 
railways, and as stage coaches did not 
leave New Milford Monday for New Haven 
young Warner used to mount his father’s 
horse and ride to Yale on horseback. 
There were several toll gates on the route, 
and at each Warner would pay the return 
toll for his horse. 

Arriving at Yale he would affix to the 
bridle a card bearing these words, ‘ Please 


not stop this horse.”” The sagacious ani-

The End of Polygamy. 


Judge Charles S. Zane, the chief justice 
of the Supreme Court of Utah, has presided 
at the trials of all the Mormons who have 
been tried for polygamy. He is therefore 
entitled, as no other man is entitled, to de- 
scribe the present situation in the territory. 
Judge Zane bas reached the conclusion, that 
that when the president of the church and 
his advisers formally renounced polygamy 
(President Woodruff having bad an inspir- 


polygamy as a doctrine), they were sincere, 
and that this institution is now dead for- 
ever. In the November number of the 
Forum he explains the slow process by 
which the rulers of the church were forced 
to come to this conclusion, and he shows 
| their conduct and subsequent events that 
prove their sincerity. Judge Zane, there- 
fore, after having executed the law which 
has rooted out this twin relic of slavery,

Councilman Sherman moved to strike 
out the part relative to the Water Act, 
when he would move a substitute, to vote 
directly on the purchase of the works of 
the Quincy Water Company. 


He was pre- 
pared for the issue and read the following: 


A vote to accept the legislative act of 
"OL will not accomplish the wishes of those 
citizens who are sincerely desiring the 
City’s ownership of the Quincy Water 
Company. 

If we accept the act, we must still further 
vote to purchase the works, 

If the voters reject the act, there will 
still beeight more trials, and we need ex- 
pect no change in the provisions of this 
act until we have exhausted our opportu- 
nities, 

The legislature gave us three years and 
nine chances to decide upon its acceptance 
or final rejection, 

The moment we accept the act, whether 
we use the water of Blue Hill River or not, 
then we become liable for damages. This 
has been Braintree’s experience though 
she has not yet used any of the water from 
Spot Pond and may not for years, 

Mr. President and Gentlemen, we may 
as well look this matter right in the face. 
It is a matter of business pure and simple. 
It has been monkeyed with long enough. 
By the delay of former councils, by the 
spite of members sent here to guard the 
City’s interest, by the immense mass of 
false information given to a credulous 
public, Quincy has been cheated out of one 
hundred thousand dollars. If we continue 
this delay, the earning power of the com- 
pany will increase in inverse ratio to its 
actual cost, and two hundred thousand 
dollars will be the arbitrators’ additional 
award, In naming a monetary value of 
the plant, no bu-iness man will ever lose 
sight of its earning power, 

Had the report of the Committee on 
water in the last legislature been made on 
the merits of the question, a unanimous 
decision in favor of the company would 
have been the result, 

The fact that our representative 
genial, great-hearted noble-looking fellow 
enabled him to secure some adherents to 
his cause, Had he not been a member of 
the Committee the report would have been 
upanimous, 

But, Mr. President and gentlemen, that 
farce will never be repeated. No speaker 
of the House will ever stultify his oath of 
office by placing on the jury a man whose 
opinion had already been formed. 

But, Mr. President, great as has been the 
change in sentiment since last spring, | 
do not believe two-thirds of the people 
would vote at present to purchase, and the 
already overtaxed citizen must increase his 
tribute while his education goes quietly 
but steadily on, and when finally we own 
the works and manage them in the interest 
of every citizen and not to increase the 
coffers or pay forthe stupidity of stock- 
holders or bondholders we shall then wonder 
why we did not more readily and easily 
solve the problem. But, Mr. President, 
we shall never forget who has been the 
cause of all this delay, and at whose door 
we can rightfully lay the blame. 

On a former occasion | alluded to the 
citizens of Quincy as ‘individually bright 
but collectively stupid,’’ and I regret to 
say, Mr. President, that I have not changed 
my opinion. I have, however, discovered 
a reason—they place too much confidence 
in too few people. The people must still 
go to school, must continue to study the 
great questions of the day, and as they are 
the final arbitrators, they must take the 
responsibility. 


Councilman Bryant said he was not as 
well prepared as his colleague. As for the 
Statement that our representative on the 
Committee was prejudiced, he wanted 
know if the Representative from Haverhill 
was not pledged in favor of the Quincy 
Water Company.

Water Street. 


Streets has recom- 
mended that Water street be widened 
forty-five feet, and the Council at last 
Wednesday's meeting, ordered the order to 
second reading. 

The question of widening this street has 
been before the council and engrossed a 
large part of its time for the past three or 
four months. It was originally proposed 
to widen it to forty feet, and the Commit- 
tee on Streets was instructed to report an 
order calling for a forty-foot street, but, 
after thinking the matter over, Councilman 
Jones, the Chairman of the Committee, 
moved at the meeting of Sept, 9, to rescind 
all action on widening Water street, he be- 
lieving that there had since been a change 
in favor of widening the street to forty-five 
feet. After a long debate Councilman 
Jones’ motion was laid on the table. But 
he did not let the matter rest here. At 
the next meeting of the Council on Sept. 
21, the Committee on Streets reported in 
favor of forty feet, as instructed. 

In a lengthy speech the members of the 
committee from Ward Three opposed the 
forty.foot plan, and finally prevailed upon 
the Council to recommit the order to the 
Committee on Streets, so that a hearing on 
widening the street to forty-five feet could | 
be given by the Council to interested | 
parties, The hearing was held on Oct. 12, 
and much diverse testimony was brought 
out, 

The Committee has recommended a very 
expensive plan of widening this street. 
Instead of taking all the land off 
of one side of the street the Committee 
recommend taking off of side, 
in many cases bringing the street lines to 
the very doorsteps of the houses of the 
abutters, which will consequently make | 
their plan very costly. The Committee, | 
if it had worked from an economical stand- 
point, could have begun at the junction of

Water and Granite street and widened 
wholly on the southerly side of Water 
street towards Franklin street until 


the corner easterly of Quincy street was 
reached; and then cross the street tak- 
ing a large slice off the corner and then | 
continuing on the northerly side of the 
street until Franklin street is reached. By 
adopting this plan which is the one which | 
Commissioner Ewell advocates thousands 
of dollars could be saved to the city. The 
Committee bas reported the land damages 
very low, so low in fact, that it is probable 
if their plan is carried out that the city 


will be assessed by a jury to settle half or 
more of the claims. 

Another important factor has not been 
taken into consideration and that Is at a no 
distant date the Old Colony will abolish 
the Water street grade crossing. If this is 
to be done it would seem to be unwise for 
the city to begin work on widening the 
street until this great work is finished.

Coon Hunt at Milton. 


The deep and musical baying of fox 
| hounds as they follow the scent of coons is 
a thing seldom heard in the old Bay state 
where coon hunting is indeed a rarity, while 
in the South itis a common occurrence. 
Last week Friday evening, a party of 
Atlantic’s thorough sportsmen, consisting 
of Dr. W. G. Kendall, A. W. Robinson, 
H. W. Robinson, John A. Duggan and J. 
| W. Brophy of the Megantic Fish and Game 


in the chase. The night was all that could 
be desired for the sport. Striking into the 
Milton Woods, five thoroughbred fox 
hounds were placed on the scent, and ina 
few minutes the musical baying’ of the 
hounds testified to their having come across 
the coon’s tracks. At first the baying was 
loud and sharp, but it gradually died away, 
and then grew louder, and louder still, un- 
til the short, sharp bark of the hounds 
announced the treeing of a coon. 

The sportsmen, who had been trying to 
keep warm by either walking or gathering 
around a blazing fire, started off with 
visions of considerable sport in killing 
coons arising before them. But they were 
sorely disappointed, for, upon arriving at 
the place over which the dog kept guard, 
they found it to be not a tree, but a crevice 
inthe quarry. Three other coons were 
chased, but all sought safety in the quarry; 
and the party, although empty handed, re- 
turned to the Atlantic residence of Dr. 
Kendall thoroughly satisfied with the 
pleasures of its first coon hunt.

Must Pay Letter Rates. 


By a recent decision of the post-office 
department, such mail matter as bank nec- 
tices, school reports, tax returns, abstracts 
of title, assessment notices, price list, and 
other like forms of communications, made 
out partly in writing on printed blanks, 
viz., two cents for each ounce or fraction 
thereof. The only deviation from the 
strict letter of the rule is in the case of 
a printed circular, to which the law allows 
a written date, address and signature to be 
put; but it does not admit of the insertion 
in the body of the circular, of any written 
names, figures or any other characters. 
The above decision will interest many 
organizations and societies sending assess- 
ment notices.

The nan who makes them says: ‘I was 
then working on a sign for Jeweler Adams, 
who kept astore on Broadway, across the 
street from Stewart's. He came running 
in while I was at work and told me the 
news. ‘Paint those bands at the hour 
Lincoln was shot, that the deed may never 
be forgotten,’ he said, pointing to the sign 
I was making for him. I did so. Since 
then every watch sign which has gone out 
of here has been lettered the same as that 
one.”—New York World.

| How Marbles are Made. 


Almost all the “marbles” with which 
boys amuse themselves in season and out 
j}of season, on pavements and in shady 
spots, are made at Oberstein, Germany. 
There are many large agate quarries and 
mills in that neighborhood, and the refuse 
is turned to good account in providing the 
small stone balls for experts to “knuckle 
down” with, 

The stone is broken into small cubes by 
small 


blows of a light hammer, These 


blocks of stone are thrown by the shovel- 
ful into the hopper of a small mill, formed 
of a bedstone having its surface grooved 
with concentric furrows; above this is a 
“runner,’’ which is of hard wood, having a 
level face on its lower surface. The upper 
block is made to revolve rapidly, water be 
ing delivered upon the grooves of the bed- 
stone where the marbles are being rounded. 
It takesabout fifteen minutes to finish a 
bushel of good marbles ready for the boys’ 
knuckles. One mill will turn out 160,000 
per week.—Cornhill Magazine.

In an Egyptian family the 
three wax candles; toeach of these they 
givea vame, one of the three always be- 
longing to some deified personage.

Frank C. Almy, the murderer of Christie 
Warden, was carried to Plymouth, N. H., 
on Monday, where he pleaded guilty to the 
murder. On Tuesday his trial commenced 
and continued through Wednesday and 
Thursday. After dinner on Thursday the 
clerk read the decision of the Judges, 
which was murder in the first degree. 
The decision gave general satisfaction, and 
there was immense expression of joy in 
the court room,which was shown by cheers 
and stamping. Almy had been previously 
removed and was on his way to prison. 

It isa relief, says the Boston Journal, 
that the trial is ended. As to the sentence 
that has been passed upon this self-cun- 
fessed murderer there can be no two opin- 
ions. If ever the death penalty were 
justified in the sight of God and man it is 
so in this instance. The crime was one of 
the foulest description, and the whole

In reply to Councilman Bryant, the 
Commissioner said the $2,700 would only 
allow filling in certain places, It did not 
provide for blasting, or the setting back of 
edgestone or fences in general. 

Councilman Bryant thought the Council 
had settled that the street should be 45 
feet, which would stand providing its pro- 
ceedings had been legal. It was not to 
defeat the order that he favored making 
the appropriation sufficient to do the work, 
but to proceed properly. 

Councilman Sherman inquired if ap- 
propriation of $11,000 included sidewalk. 

Councilman Jones said Water street had

Councilman Sherman then read an able 
sidewalks, which 
closed with the following paragraph: 

Now, Mr. President, I propose to vote 
for forty-five feet, not because I think it is 
absolutely necessary, but for two reasons:

I cannot see, 
Mr. President, how any member conscien- 
ciously voting for forty-five foot Water 
street, can refuse to appropriate liberally 
for sidewalks for eighteen thousand walk- 
ing citizens, when we have almost reached 
our debt limit to provide for only eleven 
hundred horses, 

Councilman Moxon thought the argu- 
ment read nicely. He was of the opinion, 
however, that the city was already com- 
mitted to a 40-foot street, and believed this 
would be the finding of the City Solicitor. 

Councilman“!ones differed. He said the 
city did not commit itself until it made an 
appropriation. 

Counci!man Pratt thought the Council 
was now getting liberal to Ward Three, 
not that it was unwilling to accept what 
was offered. He thought the Commis- 
sioner had made a clear statement. The 
street could be widened out, but not paved 
this year.

Councilman Fallon thought damages 
should be settled before the real work of 
widening took place.

Commissioner Ewell answered 
$8,500. 

Councilman Bryant believed the appro- 
priation of $11,202.36 should then be in- 
creased at least $6,000. 

Councilmen Jones and Powers opposed, 
and Councilman Moxon favored.

- One pound of 
bacon and one and one-half pounds of 
mutton choppeJ fiae; season with salt, 
pepper and a little mixed herbs; divide 
into suitable sized portions, These may be 
baked, dipped in flour and fried or wrapped 
in buttered papers and broiled over a slow 
fire. 

Meat Pir. Cold scraps of meat cut in 
little bits, add cold gravy and water enough 
to cover, slice in it two or three raw pota- 
toes, salu and pepper, let boil till done, 
thicken it, line the sides of a pan with bis- 
cuit dough, and after the ingredients are 
put in coverthe top with the dough; then 
bake till done; serve hot. 

CREAMED OysTERS. One pint of miik; 
when boiling add two tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch, salt and pepper, and one table- 
spoonful of butter. Take fine powdered 
crumbs and scatter over the bottom of a 
well-buttered dish. Puta layer of oysters, 
then of cream, next crumbs, then oysters, 
cream, and soon, having crumbs on top. 
Brown, or rather cook as for escalloped 
oysters. It is a change from the latter 
dish.

The Largest Plank inthe World. 


The largest plank in the world, accord- 
ing tothe N. W. Lumberman, is a red- 
wood plank that is 16 feet, 5 inches wide, 
12 feet, 9 inches long, and 5 inches thick, 
and is about 9 per cent. clear. It was 
taken from a tree 35 feet in diameter, and 
300 feet high. According to its rings it 
was more than 1,500 years old. The 
tree was cut 28 feet from the ground and 
the plank was hewed out of the stump, re- 
presenting a section taken from near the 
heart to the bark. After it was displaced 
it was lowered by block and tackle, with a 
locomotive for power. In the way of la- 
bor its cost represents the time of two men 
for a month, simply to prepare it in the 
rough for shipment. To tbis the cost 
of transportation must be added, making a 
total of about $3,000. It was moved by 
water Lo San Francisco. « 

After being on exhibition for sometime, 
a car was specially prepared to take it to 
Chicago. ‘This was done by cutting a slot 
in the center of a flat car, in which stir- 
rups were pendant. The plank was placed 
on edge in the slot, its lower edge being 
within about a foot of the ties. The plank 
was got out by the Elk Mill and Lumber 
Co. in Humboldt county, California. 


World’s Fair.

From a gigantic red-wood tree, 390 feet 
high, and twenty-six feet in diameter, will

The birthplace, home and 
grave of the poet all lie within a short 
radius, in that once secluded but now too 
much frequented corner of Cambridge.—

FAIRBANKS REELECTFD. 


The Republicans Also Capture 


a Majority of the Council. 


‘The battle of the ballots has again been 
fought, and for the fourth successive time 
the Republicans have elected their Mayor 

Mayor Fairbanks’ plurality was 61 
against #15 last year, in a total vote about 
400 larger. 

Mayor Fairbanks received a very flatter” 
ing increased plurality in Wollaston his 
own ward, being 195 against &3 last year. 
This increase of 112 ensured his reelection 
as his total plurality was but 61. He 
doubled his plurality in Ward Six. Io 
Wards One, Two, Three and Four he lost, 
Ward Two going Democratic by 6, against 
10 Republican last year. 

Mr. Hodges did not make the gain in 
Ward One that was anticipated, reducing 
the Republican plurality but 18. He made 
a large gain in Ward Four, 16 in Ward Two 
and 14 in Ward Three. 

The Councilmen-at-Large. 


The Councilmen at large elected are 
George W. Morton of Ward One, James 
Thompson of Ward Three, Charles L, 
Hammond of Ward Four, and Silas B. 
Duffield and Thaddeus Il. Newcomb of 
Ward Two—four Republicans and one 
Democrat. George H. Brown, the fifth 
Republican, was only 12 behind Mr. New- 
comb and 22 behind Mr, Duffield. Last 
year it was a solid Republican delegation. 


The Ward Councilmen, 


In the wards the Republicans have elect- | 


ed 11 and the Democrats 6, and there is a 
tie between a Republican and Democrat in 
Ward Three—Mr. Bigelow and Mr. Curtis. 

Ward One re-elected its present Council- 
men: Messrs. Bass, Holden and Gray, all 
Republicans, 

Ward Two has an entirely new delega- 
tion: H. M. Federhen, Isaac M. Holt and 
H. M. Federhen, Jr.,a gain of one Republi- 
can. Mr, Federhen, Sr., served in the first 
Council, but the others have never been in 
the Council. 

Ward Three has re-elected William H. 
Warner and Lester M. Pratt, a Democrat 
and a Republican, and there is a tie be- 
tween John P, Bigelow and John Curtis, 
2d, both new men. 

Ward Four has reelected its present 
Councilmen Messrs. Powers, Little and 
Fallon, all Democrats, 

Ward Six reelects Councilmen Moxon 
and Rinn and sends for the third man 
James F, Cunningham; two Republicans 
and one Democrat. 

The Republicans have elected the same 
number of ward Councilmen as last year. 

School Committee. 


The opposition to the present School 


Committee fell flat, and Dr. Gordon is 
handsomely re-elected at large as the 
Parrior predicted he would be. His 
plurality was 245 while that of Mayor 
Fairbanks was 61. The latter however re- 
ceived 22 more votes, 

The majority for ex-Mayor Porter in 
Ward One is equally emphatic, he receiv- 
ing 58 plurality. Wendell G, Corthell in 
Ward Five had the endorsement of both 
parties and is re-elected. 

The License Vote. 

The result of the vote on the license 
question is very gratifying. The vote on 
this issue was over 400 larger and the 
silent vote was over 100 less. The No 
votes increased 320 and the Yes votes only 
115, making the result 1659 No and §35 
Yes, about the usual portion of two to 
one, 

Every ward gave increased  pluralities 
against license, varying from 48 in Ward 
Four, to 253 in Ward Five. Wollaston did 
not get its unanimous * no’’ vote but the 
vote was 11 tol, avery good proportion. 
Wards One and Six gave over 2 to 1 against, 
and Ward Three nearly 2to1. In Ward 
Four it was the closest in the city, but the 
plurality was 14 larger against license. 

The majority against license was ex- 
ceeded but once.

It is rather rough 
to get the election officers out so early and 
then keep them until midnight.

Boston Public Latin School, and has the 
honor of being the oldest teacher in point | 
of service in that city, He has been mas- 
ter of the Latin School for forty years. 
From the Globe article we copy the fol- | 
lowing paragraphs: | 

“Charles James Capen 
South Boston nearly seventy years ago. 
His father was a minister, Rev. Samuel 
Capen, and he owned a farm there. Charles | 
James was born on Mt. Washington, near | 
the Dorchester Heights, in the house that 
was afterwards occupied by Dr. Howe of} 
the Institution for the Blind. 

“Young ‘Charlie’ Capen picked huckle- 
berries many a fime in those days on the 
pasture ground that is occupied now by| 
the blind asylum. There were big ship- 
yards then at the foot of whatis now Dor- 
chester avenue. 

“He was educated in the public schools 
in South Boston. Was twelve years old 
when he entered the Boston public Latin 
school. He graduated when he was seven- 
teen, and immediately entered Harvard. 
He left Harvard with his degree when he 
was twenty-one, and he has been subse- 
quently honored with the degree of A. M. 
If any one should hazard a guess at his 
age, and base that guess on personal ob- 
servation, he would say Master Capen is} 
about fifty years old. Heisa big man, 
with immense breadth of shoulder and 
chest, and his winter weight is about 240 
pounds. He is nearly six feet high. He 
has a bushy mass of brown hair, and his 
face is smooth shaven. 

“One of Mr, Capen’s brightest boys was 
the little fellow whom everybody knows 
now as Dr. William Everett of Quincy. 
He was a neryous youngster, and very ex- 
citable, but he was one of the quickest 
scholars the school ever had. He was in 
the same class with Phillips, Garrison and 
Francis L, Higginson, and he outstripped 
all his contemporaries by several years. 
Another bright boy that Mr. Capen had | 
was the editor of the Atlantic Monthly, 
Horace E. Scudder. 

“The present Charles Francis Adams 
sat under Prof. Capen’s instruction. 
Some of the other pupils were Robert C. 
Winthrop, Jr., William Amory, Frederick 
W. Beecher, one of the brothers of Henry 
Ward Beecher, and Richard Montgomery 
Field, who is known so well to Boston 
theatre-goers in the abbreviated form of 
R. M. Field of the Boston Museum. 
Darius Cobb, the artist, Benjamin Wil- 
liam Crowinshield, Hollis Hunnewell and 
James Jackson Lowell, were at the school 
three years. Nathaniel B. Shurtleff, after- 
wards mayor of Boston, was one of Mr. 
Capen’s first pupils.”

Here are set forth, 
in short but significant phrases, the broad 
acres of grass land, the pastures, the 
woodlands, the sugar bush and apple 
orchards, the uplands and the meadows, 
the farmhouses, barns, fences and stone 
walls, the trout brooks and the mill 
privileges, abandoned by their former 
occupants and cultivators and ready for 
new owners. 


These are scattered all over the state. 
From Nantucket to Berkshire there is not 
a county in Massachusetts—with the 
exception of Suffolk, which is Boston— 
that does not offer a deserted homestead 
almost for the asking. The description is 
given in curt and formal sentences, pre- 
senting oply the bare facts as to the 
amount of land, the buildings, the con- 


ditions and resources of the property and 
its location in respect to railroads and 
post offices. But it requires little imagina- 
tion to fill in these skeleton sketches with 
the details which give them beauty. * * 

The effect of the publication of this 
report and catalogue must be to increase 
further the value of this class of property 
by informing possible purchasers of its 
location and its price and thus stimulating 
its sale. Already requests for the catalogue 
have been received from the Pacific coast, 
from Florida and Alabama, from Canada 
and even from London, England, to say 
nothing of large numbers of applications 
from New York, New England and the 
Middle States. It is a step toward the re- 
populating of our rural districts, from 
which the drift toward the cities bas 
become so strong and even so alarming.— 
Boston Commonwealth.

The Fifty-second Congress convened at | 
the Capitol in Washington on Tuesday, 
but the President’s message was not de- 
livered until] Wednesday. The Democrats 


who have a large majority in the House, | 


were unable to unite on a Speaker, which 
made some delay. On the thirtieth ballot, 
Judge Chas. F. Crisp of Georgia was 
selected. The vote stood 119 for Crisp 
and 105 for Mills. Congressman Crisp is 
said to be admirably qualified for Speaker. 

The President on Wednesday delivered 
his able message, which occupied many 
columns in the daily papers, which

He will suggest to Congress that special 
provision be made for the admission of 
Chinese skilled labor in connection with 
the World’s Fair. 

He thinks the harbor of Peal River in 
Hawaii should be equipped as a naval 
station. 

He urges the importance of pushing for- 
ward the work of completing the Nicaragua 
canal and the guaranteeing of bonds to 
that end. 

He says that the reports of the engineers 
of the proposed inter-continental railway 
are satisfactory.

The Mayor's Veto. 


Mayor Fairbanks, in a very lucid 
veto message, returned to the Council the 
Brooks-avenue schoolhouse order without 
his signature.

Itisnot to be expected that the 
councilmen from Ward Five will ask the 
Council for a $35,000 or $40,000 building, 
but if other localities ask for these ex- 
travagant schoolhouse it will be perfectly 
proper for Ward Five to. 

Mayor Fairbanks when he wrote his veto 
message probably had this in view and did 
not desire to establish a bad precedent by 
signing this $36,500 order. 

South Quincy will not be without a 
school building. Immediately after the 
Mayor's veto was read an order for a school 
building similar to the Belmont school of 
Malden was introduced by Councilman 
Pratt and there is now but little doubt but 
what the Council will take favorable action 
on the order and that Brooks avenue will 
soon be graced with a handsome, substan- 
tial brick schoolhouse. 


The Commissioner’s Salary. 


The Mayor's recommendation that the 
Commissioner of Public Works’ salary be 
increased from $1650 to $2500, is a well 
merited compliment to Commissioner 
Ewell. 

It is a very simple matter fur a man havy- 
ing the absolute power which a Commis- 
sioner of Public Works has in his hands, 
to waste thousands of dollars of the city’s 
money. A cheap man would in the end 
cost the city thousands of dollars through 
an ignorant misuse of his powers. 

Commissioner Ewell has proved that in 
bis able administration of the street and 
highway department, and the other duties 
which have devolved upon him, that he 
is well worth $2500 to the city.

What goes into the 
paper free, and what do you charge for ? 
This question comes up so often in one 
form or another that we will endeavor to 
answer it once for all. News is anything 
of general public interest elther to occur or 
that has transpired. A newspaper is sup- 
posed to ‘publish all the news free. News 
items, consisting of brief mention of things 
to come and full reports of things past are 
sought after by reporters and published for 
the general gratification and enlightenment 
of the public. But here, properly speaking, 
the free service of the newspaper should 
end. When a fair or entertainment is to 
be given, the mention of the event to come 
is a matter of news, but if the paper is re- 
quested to iusert a more lengthy notice, 
or a mention in several places, or a repeated 
notice from week to week, it is advertising 
and must be paid for as such. 

While every good newspaper is interested 
in the success of every enterprise in the 
town and in the booming of the town itself 
and is willing to do all in its power to 
advance all good projects, it must be re- 
membered that paper, ink and type all 
cost money, that typesetting is expensive, 
that livings have to be earned and rents 
and taxes paid. Bearing this in mind it 
will be admitted that the small sum of ten 
cents per line which we charge for these 
reading notices isa very low price indeed 
for the service rendered. Indeed, many 
papers charge considerably more for this 
class of advertising. But not only as a 
source of revenue do we place a charge 
upon this class of matter. It is also a sort 
of protective tariff and if our columns 
should be opened free for everyone to insert 
notices and repeat them in all the different 
columns of briefs free of charge it would 


| become so obnoxious to our readers that 


very soon we would have no subscription 
list. The rate of ten cents per line is very

into a bowl. 


water, a tablespoonful of olive oil, and 


now add this gradually to the flour; give a 


vigorous beating. If the batter is too 
thick, add just a little more water, and 
stand it awz.y in acold place for at least 
two hours; when ready to use add a pinch 
of salt and the well-beaten whites of the 
eggs. Pare the apples, remove the cores, 
and cut the apples into rings; if you like 
they may be dusted with cinnamon. Dip 
each piece separately in this batter, and 
drop in smoking hot fat; lift carefully, 
dish, dust with powdered sugar and serve. 


APPLE PuppInG. Stir a cupof corn 
meal into a quart of boiling milk; then 
stir in a quart of sliced sweet apples, a cup 
of molasses anda teaspoon of salt; mix 
altogether well. When ready to put into 
the oven add two quarts of milk, pour into 
a large, buttered pudding dish, and bake 
slowly until done; when cold, a clear, 
amber-colored jelly will be formed. 


ORANGE MARMALADE. Wash the fruit 
very clean and weigh it; take half the 
fruit and grate, the other half peel; put 
the peelings into boiling water and cook 
till tender; slice the oranges, take out all 
the seees, cut off the white part; put the 
boiled peeling and oranges into a chopping 
tray and chop quite fine; make a syrup, a 
pound of sugar to each pound of fruit; 
clarify with the white of an egg; into this 
put the orange, grated peel and juice; cook 
twenty or thirty minutes, 


CunisrmAs DovGunuts. One cupful 
of white sugar, two eggs, three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, one cupful of new milk, 
one teaspoonful of cream of tartar, three- 
fourths of a teaspoonful of saleratus, a 
pinch of grated nutmeg, one-half teaspoon- 
fulof salt and flour to roll. Cream the 
butter and sugar, add the eggs and beat 
well, stirin the milk, and mix with the 
flour in which the soda and cream of tartar 
have been sifted. Cutin rings and fry in 
hot lard, 


Gems, One cup and a half of corn 
meal, the same of flour, the same of sweet 
milk, two well-beaten eggs, a piece of 
butter the size of an egg, and melt it, a 
little salt, add two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder with a little of the flour, butter 
the gem pans well, fill two-thirds full, bake 
in a quick oven about thirty minutes, serve 
hot. They are very nice. 


Dark CAKE. Four pounds of flour, 
three pounds of butter, three pounds of 
sugar, four pounds of currants; two pounds 
of raisins stoned and chopped, twenty 
eggs, six tablespoonfuls of essence of 
lemon or vanilla, one ounce of mace, three 
pulverized nutmegs, half a pound of sliced 
citron; to be baked two hours and a half 
or three hours, This isa most excellent 
recipe for a wedding cake.

It is now well established by the best 
scientific investigation that alcohol is never 
a food, but even when taken moderately 
acts injuriously upon the system. Dr, 
Benjamin Ward Richardson has become 
famous for his elaborate investigations 
into the effects of alcohol upon the human 
system, and by his able lectures and books 
upon the subject. He is now regarded as 
an authority on this matter. But his views 
are shared to a greater or less extent by 
other noted scientists, among them Lalle- 
mand, Perrin, Nuroy, Dr. Parker, Count 
Wollowics, Dr. Hargreaves, and Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Hammond. On the authority of 
these and other writers, it comes to be re- 
cognized that alcohol, when once taken 
into the body, is rapidly diffused through 
all the tissues and immediately affects the 
nervous system. What physicians call a 
paresis of the arteries results, that is, there 
is a partial paraiysis of these vessels; they 
become weak and are relaxed. 

As a consequence they do not make their 
usual resistance to the action of the heart 
and therefore an unnatural amonnt of 
blood is forced into the extremities and 
into every organ where the blood circulates, 
In consequence all the involuntary muscles 
receive an undue amount of blood and are 
quickened in their action. The heart beats 
quicker, the mind is stimulated, the muscles 
seem for the moment endued with new 
strength, But all this is delusive. There 
is no added force, only a gathering up of 
the resources of the body and a spendthrift 
use of them.—Traveller.

Geology of Braintree and Quincy. 


Miss Elizabeth S. Weston read a paper 
before the Union Literary Circle of Wey- 
mouth recently, which was published in 
last week’s Weymouth Gazette, and as it 
gives some facts relating to Quincy and its 
immediate surroundings, we give a few 
extracts to our readers and think they will 
be found quite interesting: 

“The latest researches in this vicinity 
have convinced geologists that the oldest 
formation in Braintree is the slate rock 
| that forms so large a part of the ledges in 
j the eastern section of the town and along 
the Monatiquot river, 

“This slate belongs to the Cambrian or 
lower Silurian, the earliest period of the 
Age. It is also known as the 
age of invertebrates from the fact that the 
only fossils found anywhere in the world 
in this formation are animal without in- 
ternal bony skeletons. This slate rock is 
the Primordial or earliest beach, and is 
made of material eroded from the first 
rocks that were uplifted above the waters 
| that covered the earth, which 
| material was deposited in the form of mud 
precisely as mud is deposited today. 

“This mud was mixed with shells of 
crustaceans that lived in or on it, while it

whole 


was being deposited and has been hardened 
into rock by long continued heat and 
tpscenare: It has been gradually uplifted 
| from the water and distorted by the fold- 
ing and wrinkling of the earth’s crust dur- 
ing the process of cooling which is still 
going on but the effect of which was vastly 
more violent at that 


age. This slate de- 


posit has been so eroded during the vast 


riod of time that has elapsed since it 
| was first uplifted that only patches of it 
are now in existence. The fact that these 
j; patches are remnants of a beach is proven 
by the existence in it of shore marks of all 
kinds, such as ripple marks, sun cracks, 
worm tracks, worm borings, and shells of 
various kinds. 

“The beach is of the utmost interest to 
geologists as it contains the remains of the 
earliest known animal life in great variety 
jandabundance. One form of this animal 
| life is found in one of the patches of this 

ancient beach in East Braintree and this 
our locality very famous among 


| has made 


| geologists. This patch is known as the 
trilobite quarry, and is situated on land of 
Mr. Hayward on Hayward’s creek, near 
the Quincy line. An immense number of 
trilobites of the variety known as Para- 
doxides Harlani have been taken from this 
slate ledge during the last forty-five years. 
These trilobites are the remains of a crus- 
tacean that was somewhat analogous to 
the modern horseshoe crab, so plentiful in 
}ourriver today. The name, trilobite, is 
given them on account of the three lobes 
into which their bodies are divided longi- 
| tudinally. 

“The stone taken from this quarry was 
j first used for filling at Jeffries Point, East 
| Boston, and that locality has doubtless had 
}many fine specimens of fossils 
}dumped in its waters. For many years 
those who worked the quarry had no idea 
what the curious impressions in the rock 
were. They called them “images” and 
doubtless wondered what caused them. 
This is not surprising as Agassiz tells of an 
old German 


these 


professor who described 
fossil salamander found in the rocks of a 
much later age than the trilobite slate, as 
the bones of an infant d 


a 


estroyed by the 
flood, and the fossil was actually preserved, 
not for its scientific value, but as a precious 
relic of the flood. 

“About twenty-five years ago Prof. Jack- 
son of Harvard College, who was spending 
the summer in the vicinity of the quarry, 
had his attention called to the “images” 
}and at once pronounced them trilobites, 
and since that time probably every geolo- 
| gist and geological student who has been 
jin Massachusetts has made a pilgrimage 
to Hayward’s trilobite quarry and many 


hundred specimens have been carried 
jaway.

“It is also interesting to note that the 
first railroad in the United States was built 
in 1827 and operated in connection with 
this quarry to facilitate the transportation 
of the stone to the Neponset river, where it 
was loaded on lighters and carried to 
Charlestown. Six thousand seven hun- 
dred tons of granite were carried over this 
road and used for the monument.

“According to the most generally ac- 
cepted theory, the glacial period was about 
eleven thousand years ago, when the entire 
country as far south as a very irregular line 
running from Nantucket to the Delaware 
river, and across the whole United States 
to Dakota was covered by a continuous 
sheet of ice, which was, according to 
Agassiz, five or six thousand feet thick. 

The heterogeneous mixture of earth, 
sand, gravel, pebbles, and boulders of all 
sizes that cover almost the whole of Brain- 
tree and the surrounding country, except 
where the ledges crop out, was trans- 
ported from the north by this ice, which, 
like all modern glaciers, had a slow but 


continuous movement. 

Professor Shaler estimates the mass of 
this glacial drift in New England as greater 
than that of the entire range of the White 
mountains, and says that if it were evenly 
distributed it would make a layer over the 
whole of New England about sixty-five 
feet thick. 


New Buoy in Boston Harbor, 


A new bell buoy that will ring in calm 
water has been placed on the sight of 
buoy 8S in Boston harbor. It is shaped 
more like atop than the old style buoy. 
It has more of a dead rise to its sides, so 
that it is easily swayed in one direction or 
another and the bell is not of the usual 
type, but isa gong instead. This gong is 
a brass disk about two feet across and is 
raised about two feet from the top of the 
buoy. From the sides of the disk brass 
cylinders about a foot long run parallel to 
the top of the buoy. There are four of 
these and in each one a four-pound shot 
}runs back and forth as the cylinder is 
tipped up or down with the buoy. With 
these four cylinders, one of the balls is 
sure to strike the gong in whichever way 
the buoy rolls, and as itis constantly on 
the move, there is a constant tapping of 
the gong by these four-pound balls. Ina 
quiet sea an old fashioned buoy would be 
mute, but this one sends out its notes with- 
out cessation. With the old buoy too, 
there is a danger of the anchor chains foul- 
ing the buoy, but the new is anchored by 
means of two heavy anchors, such as are 
used by the fishermen on the banks. The 
anchors are placed some distance apart, 
and the chains run from a bar which ex- 
tends some fifteen feet from the apex of 
the buoy, so that this stiff rod keeps the 
chains at such a distance that it is im- 
possible for them to foul the buoy. The 
buoy weighs about 1200 pounds, and is 
claimed by mariners to be a great improve- 
ment over the old style.

Counterfeit Silver Dollars. 


Counterfeit silver dollars of the issue of 
1890, of which glass is the principal com- 
ponent, have been discovered at the 
United States Sub-Treasury in Philadel- 
phia. Nearly all of the bogus money came 
from the banks, where the receiving tellers 
had taken them for genuine. “The touch 
and ring,’’ says the Record, ‘‘are perfect, 
but they are lighter in weight and thicker 
than the genuine dollar. They do not 
have a spurious look, even after short use, 
but retain the finish and lustre of the 
genuine coin. Some of the coins are of 
1888 and 1889 date. ‘The experts of the 
sub-treasury say that the counterfeits are 
as good as any they have seen, and have 
been placed in circulation within the las§ 
few days. Heretofore most of the bad coin 
has been made in the West and shipped 
here, but Captain Walters, the sub- 
treasurer, thinks that it is the work of 
counterfeiters in that city.”

Fire in Granite Sheds. 


The granite sheds of George McFarlane, 
of the Adams’ Granite Works, at South 


Quincy, were destroyed by fire last Saturday |

The fire department got to work promptly 
laying one line of hose from the hydrant 
near the pumping station, while the steamer 
located at the ice pond on Lawyer's lane 
and run two lines of hose. In half an 
hour the fire was extinguished, but only 
the riddled walls remained, the shed being 
a total wreck. 

The loss is $2,000 or more and falls quite 
heavily on Mr. McFarlane, a young, active 
and enterprising granite merchant of this 
city, as we learn that he had no insurance 
on his property. 

As the rate of insurance is quite high, 
and the chances of a stone shed being 
burned is not great, few dealers take the 
precaution to have them insured. We can 
hardly tell when there was one burned pre- 
vious to this. 

There seems to be little doubt but this 
was the work of an incendiary, and if so, 
the city should offer a reward of $500 for 
the rascal. There is no better way to stop 
such wicked acts than to give the officers 
some inducement to hunt up the evil dis- 
posed person. The costis trifling if they 
do not catch him, and if they find out the 
incendiary it is worth to the city double 
what it costs, 

There was a time some years ago when 
Quincy was badly afflicted by fires but by 
taking active measures, a stop was put to 
the fire-bug’s work. There is no better 
protection than to offer a reward as large 
as the law will allow. 


Buttercup Cottage Destroyed. 


The alarm from Box 64 at 6.10 o'clock 
Thursday evening, was for a fire in the 
Buttercup cottage Atlantic beach, owned 
jointly by Frank Hatch and Henry O. 
Dawson. 

The building was discovered to be on fire 
about 6 o'clock by John W. Wilder, who 
despatched his son Harry to Gurney’s store 
where an alarm was pulled in. 

The department responded promptly 
but the fire had made such headway it was 
beyond saving, and the building was soon 
burned flat. 

As stated above the building was owned 
by Messrs. Hatch and Dawson and was 
used by them as a summer cottage. 

In the building at the time there was 
considerable furniture and up stairs were 
stored the sails of their boat which was 
under the piazza and was also destroyed. 

Mr. Hatch estimates the loss on building 
and contents to be $60, upon which there 
is an insurance of $360. Loss on boat 
$50. 


Mr. Hatch visited the building Thursday 


noon. Everything was all right at that 
time, and there is no doubt but what the 


fire was the work of an incendiary. 

This cottage was broken into a few 
weeks ago, and goods to the value of $0 
stolen; and the parties who then entered, 
are doubtless the parties who fired the 
building. 

The Atlantic chemical made remarkably 
quick time in responding. They had to 
wait for their horses which came from 
Billings farm and reached the building in 
four minutes after the alarm had sounded,

Population of Cities. 


The Census of 1890 shows 197 cities 
larger than Quincy. Of these 3 have a 
population of a million, 25 have between 
one hundred thousand and a million, 30 
between fifty and one hundred thousand, 
16 between forty and fifty thousand, 28 be- 
tween thirty and forty thousand, 62 between 
twenty and thirty thousand, and the re- 
mainder less than twenty thousand. 

There are in the United States just fifty 
cities with populations of from 15,000 to 
20,000. In this list is the city’ of Quincy, 
with a population of 16,723. Seventeen of 
these fifty are smaller, as will be seen by 
figures given. Another interesting column 
is added, showing the percentage of gain in 
each city in the ten years from 1880 to 1890. 
We congratulate ourselves that the percent- 
age for Quiucy is 58.21. This w'll com- 
pare very well with the average below. 
Only eight doubled their population, and 
at the head of these is Spokane Falls,

Use for Clams. 
Oldtown is said to have a man who is 
making money fast out of clams, though 
he is at present feeding the clams to his 
pigs. He keeps a hotel, and has bonded a 
clam flat down around Mt. Desert. His 
clams arrive each day. He keeps them 
two weeks, feeding them on celery meal 
and Indian meal. They laugh and grow 


fat. Then he boils them, a bushel ata 
time. He puts in a quart of water and 
takes out eight quarts. The water is 


strained and set aside for a day in a 
refrigerator. Then itis heated, seasonsd 
with salt and pepper and sold for five 
cents a glass. He has a big trade. A 
bushel of clams delivered costs sixty cents. 
He feeds them forty cents’ worth. He 
gives a four ounce drink.

New Timetable on O. C. R. R. 


On January 4 the present system of run- 
ning trains on the Old Colony will be} 
abandoned and Supt. French’s old time 
schedule, with a few changes, will be put | 
into effect. This will necessitate the tak-| 
ing off of nearly eighty trains (outward and 
inward) and means a saving of thousands 
of dollars to the road. 

The present system, which went into 
effect last June, has proved an enormously 
expensive experiment, the management | 
having sunk thousands of dollars in test- | 
ing it. It has been found that this system 
could not be operated on a two-track road, 
to carry it successfully through requires a 
four-track road, more locomotives and cars 
and a passenger station having a larger 
train house. 

When Supt. Allen and his associates got 
this system up they honestly believed that 
they were doing the patrons of the road a 
favor, they bad no idea that it would dis- | 
commode so many, now that they see) 
their error they have the manliness to | 
acknowledge it and withdraw from their | 
untenable position. 

The announcement that the Old Col- 
ony Railroad will restore on Jan. 4 its | 
timetable of a year ago, has caused some- | 
what of a flutter among the patrons all | 
along the line. The Quincy Centre pat- 
rons are jubilant because they will have 
more trains. What the changes will be, 
outsiders cannot now tell, but Quincy will | 
probably have express trains and accom- | 
modations as a year ago. It will not be 
necessary for Quincy people to make 
change at Atlantic for way stations, and 
people going south will not have to make 
change at the Braintrees. The quick time 
made at present (when on time) is appre-| 
ciated, and will probably be continued, 
without delays, ou the new expresses. 

West Quincy people are the most anx- 
ious for they are among those best ac- 
commodated. Where they had but ten 
trains each way a year ago they now have 
twenty-four, and naturally are anxious to} 
retain them. Quincy people hope they 
may, and will give them what support they 
can, although they were luke-warm when | 
Quincy was slaughtered. 

Quincy Adams is another station that 
will suffer if the old order of things is to be 
completely restored, for it now has forty- 
nine trains where it had but thirty-six a 
yearago. Itisto be hoped that the Old 
Colony has seen the wisdom of giving 
South Quincy good service and will con- 
tinue as many trains as possible.

One-half pound figs, 
j onenelt pound bread crumbs, six ounces 
! moist sugar, six ounces beef suet, two eggs, 
a little nutmeg and a cup of milk. Figs 
and suet to be chopped very fine; mix all 
well and steam in a mould or steamer three 
hours. 


Drop Cake. One cup of sugar, one 
cup of water, one cup of molasses, one-half 
cup butter or lard, one egg, one teaspoon- 
ful of soda, one of cinnamon or any other 
spice. Drop on baking tin with a spoon. 


Breap GrippLe Cakes. Soaka small 
bowl of bread over night in milk. In the 
morning mix half a cupful of flour into 
which is put one and one-half teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder with one quart of milk, 
three well beaten eggs and a little salt. 
Beat up the bread with this batter until it 
is very light and fry a delicate brown. 
The batter should be thick. 


CreaM TEA CAKE. One egg, one cup 
sugar, a lump butter size of an egg, two- 
thirds cup of sweet milk, one-half tea- 
spoon of salaratus in the milk, two cups of 
flour, one teaspoonful of cream tartar, sift- 
ed in the flour, season with nutmeg, bake 
in shallow jelly tins. When cool, beat one 


fuls of white sugar, the grated rind of a 
lemon put between the layers and on top. 


Sorr GINGERBREAD. Two cups of 
flour, one-half cup of sugar, one-half cup 
of molasses, one cup of sour milk, a piece 
of butter the size of an egg, one teaspoon- 
ful of cinnamon, one teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in a little boilivug water and 
stirred into the milk. Cream the butter 
and sugar, stir in the molasses, spice, the 
milk and soda and last of all the flour. 
Beat very hard for five minutes and bake 
in a large card. Tobe broken instead of 
cut and is excellent eaten while warm. 

Brown Berry. Slice raw apples or 
make a nice sauce and put it in a buttered 
pudding dish in alternate layers with bread 
crumbs or crackercrumbs and bits of but- 
ter. Have crumbs ontop. Moisten with 
about a cup of water, according to the 
juiceness of the apple. Bake about half 
an hour and serve with sugar and cream or 
with any sauce preferred.
